I’ve been thinking of this stage we’re in 
as “triage” - all apologies to the actual med¬ 
ical personnel that are doing heroic work 
indeed, not just responding to the COVID- 
19 outbreak but continuing to respond to 
our regular needs when bones have to be set 
and biopsies looked at under a microscope. 

Of course, if we’re making lists of people 
going above and beyond in this ongoing 
crisis, you can add all our first responders, 
who at least have training for how to behave 
in an emergency situation, unlike the rest of 
us poor schmucks who are wondering when 
the floor is going to stop dropping out and 
we’ll find ourselves, finally, on whatever 
shaky ground constitutes our new normal. 

The grocery store workers and bus driv¬ 
ers and sanitation workers and mail carri¬ 
ers still showing up to work and getting it 
done - they go on the list, too. 

DJ Mel definitely goes on the 
list; I’m among the thousands 
who tuned in last Saturday for 
his joyful Facebook Live Living 
Dance Room Party DJ set 
(read more about that in Kevin 
Curtin’s “Livestreaming in the 
Age of Quarantine,” p.26). All the 
artists and entertainers still figuring 
out ways to brighten the world and give us 
something to chew on other than our nails - 
on the list. 

You know what? If you’re not active¬ 
ly being asshole? You’re on the list. 
Participation medals for every last one of us. 

So back to triage. 

What we’ve been doing at the Chronicle 
is likely what the rest of you have been 
doing - assessing the most urgent needs 
and focusing on those. For us, that’s mostly 
meant the breaking news stuff, reporting on 
the latest guidance from health authorities, 
the new rules on gathering, all the cancella¬ 


tions and closures and modified hours, and 
the restaurants reinventing their service 
models overnight to become takeout oper¬ 
ations. In the past seven days, we’ve posted 
more than 50 new stories online, which is a 
lot considering our primary focus (and our 
staffing model) has always been on pushing 
a print issue out the door once a week.

With most events 
canceled, our calendar listings 
need to mutate. Going forward, 
that’s where we’ll list livestream 
performances, virtual races, 
webinars, volunteer and dona¬ 
tion needs, and any job opportu¬ 
nities we hear of in this new out¬ 
break economy We’ll also be rolling 
out new features - Food Editor Jessi Cape 
has been working on a recipe bank that’ll 
help fill the hours of house lockdown - and 
we’ll be revisiting some of our favorite sto¬ 
ries from our past 40 years. 

In this time of social distancing, staying 
connected matters now more than ever. If 
you aren’t doing so already, follow us on 
social media. Share our stories. Sign up for 
our newsletters. Find a community on our 
message boards. Buy a subscription to get 
the paper delivered to you, or support our 
work with a one-time or recurring donation. 

Stay in touch. We’re still here. ■

AISD IS PERPETUATING A HISTORIC 
RACIAL DIVIDING LINE 


Schools around the world have closed 
because of the coronavirus. Schools in 
Austin were already closing because of rac¬ 
ism and ignorance. 

In November of last year, Austin 
Independent School District (AISD) voted 
to close Metz, Sims, Brooke, and Pease 
Elementary Schools. Three of these four 
schools have student bodies that are pre¬ 
dominantly Black and Latinx, a reality that 
reflects their location east of 1-35, a racial 
dividing line in Austin’s segregated history. 

This history dates back to 1928, when 
East Avenue, now Interstate 35, divided 
Austin. The eastern side became the “Negro 
District” and the only area of the city where 
Blacks could attend school and access other 
public services. 

Comparing the AISD School Changes plan 
with the 1928 Master Plan of Austin, we can 
see the stark segregation that still exists near¬ 
ly 100 years later. Metz, Sims, and Brooke 

- along with many other schools on the 
closure list that are on hold for now 

- are located in East Austin, an area 
that historically has been used to 
isolate minorities. Austin has one of 
the highest rates of income segre¬ 
gation in the country and one of the 
highest levels of school segregation in 
the state. Together, our residential, eco¬ 
nomic, and school segregation keep Austin as 
divided today as it was a century ago. 

AISD’s decision to close schools exac¬ 
erbates the lasting negative impact these 
divisions have on children and families. In 
a divided city, there is an unequal distribu¬ 
tion of educational resources, which means 
disadvantaged youth do not receive the help 
they need to climb the social ladder and 
contribute to the region’s prosperity This 
hurts everyone. Segregation may place a 
special burden on minority populations, but 
it also limits general interaction and can 
suppress the economies of entire regions. 

Given this, it is extraordinary that trust¬ 
ees in a starkly segregated Austin decided 
to close schools before reviewing an equity 
analysis of the school closures proposal, 
which was released only after the vote. 
The analysis found that the district failed 
to employ intentional strategies to address 


racism, and that the announcement of the 
closure plan has had a harmful effect on the 
academic and socioemotional well-being of 
students, teachers, and families. 

The closure itself is also likely to harm 
young people already facing challenges - 
approximately 90-95% of students in the 
three schools slated to close are socioeconom¬ 
ically disadvantaged. University of Chicago 
researchers have found that after a school 
closure, student math scores were nega¬ 
tively affected for four years, reading scores 
decreased, and absenteeism increased. 

This is hardly surprising. Imagine if your 
own school, or your child’s school - full of 
memories and finger painting and school 
lunches - was slated to close. What sort of 
feeling would it evoke? Within AISD, stu¬ 
dents and families have wept over the loss 
of community and connections with teach¬ 
ers and other students. 

AISD has said it is closing the schools 
because of underenrollment. But a 
mountain of research has shown that 
small schools can be amazing for 
kids - they exhibit better academ¬ 
ic performance, a greater sense 
of community, fewer behavioral 
issues, and are especially helpful for 
low income and minority populations. 
AISD blames charter schools for taking 
kids out of the district. To be sure, charter 
school enrollment, especially for minority 
students, has continued to rise in recent 
years. But in making its racially charged 
school closure decision, AISD is missing 
the point. In many cases, parents choose 
charters because they feel that AISD is not 
providing their child a quality education, 
has not been transparent in its communi¬ 
cations, and is not fostering an inclusive 
and diverse environment where they feel 
welcome. The closure decision, and how it 
was made, hardly allays those fears. 

AISD leadership and board of trustees 
members should reconsider their decision 
to permanently close schools in the most 
vulnerable and underresourced area of the 
city. The cure for Austin’s epidemic of harm¬ 
ful school closures is within reach - if dis¬ 
trict officials will listen to the voices of their 
community. ■

Health care needs your help to slow COVID-19’s spread

Against the backdrop of the widely crit¬ 
icized federal mishandling of the corona- 
virus crisis, state and local officials have 
doubled down to try to head off the rapid 
spread of COVID-19, the disease caused 
by the virus. Events have unfolded rapidly 
since Gov. Greg Abbott declared a state of 
disaster in Texas on Friday, March 13. As of 
Wednesday, March 18, when the Chronicle 
went to press, the Department of State 
Health Services reported 83 cases spread 
across 19 counties, although larger figures 
are being reported by some news outlets. At 
least three people have died in Texas. 

Also on Friday, local officials broke the 
news that Travis County had its first two con¬ 
firmed cases of COVID-19. By Wednesday, 
there were 23, and Austin Public Health 


has declared the city and county are now in 
Phase 5 of a five-phase pandemic response, 
with this caveat: “While Austin-Travis 
County DOES NOT have confirmation that 
we are in Phase 5 due to community spread, 
we should act as if we have knowledge that 
we are in Phase 5.” 

Nationally, confirmed cases grew from 
roughly 3,800 on Monday to more than 
7,000 as of press time, with reported deaths 
climbing from 67 to 108, as reported by The 
Washington Post. (Different news outlets, 
which are tracking reported cases them¬ 
selves because official federal information 
has proved inadequate, may have slightly 
different totals.) All 50 states now report 
cases. As alarming as these increases are, 
experts continue to warn that we are just 


beginning to see the damage this virus can 
do. To mitigate here the massive impacts 
that have been seen in Asia and Europe, 
health experts say we must all commit to 
social distancing - staying put and avoid¬ 
ing contact with others. Many people don’t 
show symptoms; COVID-19 can travel along 
a chain of unaffected people until it sickens 
or kills someone. While young and healthy 
people are less likely to get sick from the 
virus, COVID-19 is potentially serious and 
life-threatening to people of any age. Its 
effects are most severe for people who are 
over 60, have a compromised or suppressed 
immune system, or who have existing con¬ 
ditions like diabetes or heart disease. 

In light of this information, which global 
health authorities have been urgently try¬ 
ing to convey for several months, the scar¬ 
city of COVID-19 testing throughout the 
United States has sparked fierce criticism, 
and Texas is no different. On March 13, 
Gov. Greg Abbott said that just 220 people 
had been tested in the state for COVID-19

flPD OPERATIONAL CHANGES In response to the cur¬ 
rent public health situation, Austin Police Department 

announced Tue., March 17, several protocol changes. 
APD’s response to critical calls where life or safety is 
jeopardized will remain unchanged, but officers will no 
longer be sent to calls that can be addressed through 

phone or online reporting. In addition, APD will no lon¬ 
ger respond to crashes without injuries and with all 
vehicles drivable, and public fingerprinting services are 
suspended, among other modifications. 


KEEP CALM AND DELEGATE ON Both the Travis County 
Joint Senate District Convention and Williamson 
County Democratic Convention will proceed Sat., March 

21; however, those interested in being considered for 
delegate selection to the state convention or submitting 
a resolution are strongly encouraged to utilize online 
systems (in-person attendance is not required for 
either). Travis County Democratic Party’s official conven¬ 
tion business will be livestreamed on Facebook. 


ADODT THOSE ELECTIONS For now, the May 26 prima¬ 
ry run-offs are still on schedule; the upcoming Senate 
District 14 special election has been delayed until July. 


SHELTER OR SHELL GAME? Gov. Greg Abbott 

announced plans to lease the temporary homeless shel¬ 
ter on TxDOT land near Montopolis to nonprofit ATX 
Helps for $l/month to transfer management to the 
organization created by the Downtown Austin Alliance 
and the Greater Austin Chamber of Commerce. About 
100 people are currently living at the site, reported the 
Texas Tribune. Some expressed skepticism, while others 
welcomed the idea. The plan calls for a potential 10-year 
lease with a still-temporary shelter, eventually housing 
300 beds. 


LIFE IN THE RED LANE The city has completed painting 
red 22 blocks of transit priority lanes Downtown, 
between Third and 17th streets on Guadalupe and Third 
and 15th streets on Lavaca. The painted lanes, part of 

Capital Metro’s Transit Speed and Reliability Program, 

are designed to improve safety and traffic flow in con¬ 
gested areas. 


BIDEN OR BUST Sen. Joe Biden swept the three 
Democratic primaries held Tuesday (Florida, Illinois, 
Arizona) - the fourth, Ohio, was postponed - leaving 
his sole remaining competitor, Sen. Bernie Sanders, with 
only a remote chance for a comeback victory. The 
Sanders campaign said he would be meeting with advi¬ 
sors before announcing any plan to go forward.

since the outbreak began weeks earlier, 
with an additional 75 in progress, and that 
the state’s testing capacity was around 275 
cases per day. As of press time, DSHS 
reports that 1,907 people have been tested 
in Texas, about two-thirds of those tests con¬ 
ducted in private labs. On Tuesday, Abbott 
said the capacity to test 10,000 Texans per 
week should be available by week’s end, 
with further increases to come. 

Locally, Austin Public Health on 
Wednesday announced that with greater 
testing capacity, dedicated testing sites will 
open for local residents - but by referral and 
appointment only. “Testing remains limit¬ 
ed, and ... we must continue to prioritize 
testing for the immediate future [for peo¬ 
ple] such as health care workers, hospital 
patients, and individuals who live in nurs¬ 
ing homes and those at high risk of compli¬ 
cations,” said Dr. Mark Escott, Austin-Travis 
County’s interim health authority. 

Experts say the testing surge, while help¬ 
ful, is coming too late to prevent widespread 
transmission that is already occurring. In 
response to that reality, states and localities 
across the country have taken dramatic 
measures in the past week to control pub¬ 
lic behavior and reduce person-to-person 
contact. On Monday, the federal Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention announced 
that for the next 15 days, all U.S. events 
of more than 10 people should be can¬ 
celed or held virtually. In a press confer¬ 
ence on Tuesday, President Trump reiter¬ 
ated that message and urged everyone to 
stay home and “enjoy your living room.” 
On Wednesday, Mayor Steve Adler, Travis 
County Judge Sarah Eckhardt, and Escott 
issued orders to that effect. 

THE IMPACT ON THE SYSTEM 

Health care providers have updated visi¬ 
tation and admittance policies as Escott has 
issued new control orders. Since Friday, he 
has required all health care facilities in the 
county to screen patients, visitors, employ¬ 
ees, and volunteers for COVID-19 symp¬ 
toms and to have plans for isolating health 
workers if needed. Workers must also mon¬ 
itor their temperatures during their shifts. 

Separately, Escott provided “critical 
advice” to those who know they have been 
in contact with someone with COVID-19, 
asking that they “self-monitor” (e.g., take 
their own temperature), generally self-iso- 
late, and contact their providers if symp¬ 
toms develop. Restaurants that are still 


offering take-out, drive-through, and deliv¬ 
ery meals have been given orders to sanitize 
key surfaces hourly and implement policies 
to take workers who have a fever off the line. 
In a press briefing on Tuesday, Escott sug¬ 
gested that everyone take their temperature 
every day, especially if they must go out. 

At least one of the persons who tested 
positive for COVID-19 is hospitalized at St. 
David’s Medical Center in critical condi¬ 
tion. In a statement, St. David’s Healthcare 
president and CEO David Huffstutler said 
that the hospital is screening everyone who 
enters their facilities, and ensuring that 
staff wears personal protective equipment as 
needed and that patients suspected of having 
COVID-19 are isolated and separated from 
others. “We are also continuously evaluating 
our supply of personal protective equipment, 
and we are confident in our inventory,” his 
statement said. St. David’s has also imple¬ 
mented new visitor restrictions, allowing 
just one visitor per patient, and allowing 
an overnight visitor only in cases involving 
pediatrics, the Neonatal Intensive Care Unit 


(NICU), laboring mothers, patient advocates 
for pre- and postsurgery, and end-of-life 
care. On Wednesday, St. David’s Healthcare 
announced that one of its practicing physi¬ 
cians is presumed to have COVID-19. 

Many area providers are urging patients 
to use tele-health where possible and warn¬ 
ing them that all visitors to clinics and hos¬ 
pitals will be screened. Testing decisions 
are still being made on a case-by-case basis 
and people who do not meet certain criteria 
will likely not be tested. Austin Regional 
Clinic issued a statement on March 14 say¬ 
ing its providers are developing plans and 
“preparing to offer telemedicine options.” 
On Wednesday, ARC launched its own 
24-hour COVID-19 hotline at 866/453-4525 
offering advice on self-care and options for 
scheduling an appointment if needed; it has 
also implemented new visit safety protocols 
to screen and, as needed, separate patients 
to prevent virus spread. 

Ascension Texas (which operates Dell 
Seton Medical Center) has established a 
COVID-19 hotline at 833/919-1680, which they 


say is available from 6am to midnight. “The 
hotline is staffed by registered nurses who 
will respond to public questions and imple¬ 
ment the most up-to-date screenings and 
protocols to guide patients to the most appro¬ 
priate care setting, including staying at home 
and/or virtual options,” their website reads. 
Virtual care is being offered for $20 per visit. 

CommUnityCare Health Centers also has 
a hotline, staffed with medical professionals 
who will triage uninsured Travis County 
residents experiencing COVID-19 symp¬ 
toms including fever, a dry cough, and 
shortness of breath. People with no insur¬ 
ance and no established provider who are 
experiencing symptoms are encouraged to 
call CommUnityCare at 512/978-9015 to get 
advice. “The test for SARS-CoV-2 requires 
an order from a health provider, and is 
based on risk criteria. If you want to find 
out if a test is recommended for you, please 
call,” said CommUnityCare president 
and CEO Jaeson Fournier in a statement. 
The hotline is staffed from 8am to 5pm, 
but hours could be extended if needed, 


Fournier said. The statement also addresses 
those concerned about their legal status: 
“For non-U.S. citizens and non-U.S. perma¬ 
nent residents, COVID-19-related testing, 
treatment or preventive care is not included 
in the new public charge test. This means 
COVID-19-related care will not negatively 
impact their path to citizenship, and [it] is 
permissible for a government program to 
pay for the test.” 

The Central Texas Veterans Health Care 
System has begun mandatory screenings 
at clinics and medical centers for those 
who have symptoms of respiratory illness. 
Residential facilities will also be strictly 
monitored, and a temporary “no visitor” 
policy has been adopted for some campuses, 
with exceptions for veterans in last stages of 
life on hospice units, the statement said. 

EVERY LITTLE THING HELPS 

The Austin Independent School District 
notified families on Sunday about several 
resources, including a virtual health care 
visit that is available without a copay, and 


options for tele-mental health services for 
students and families. Meanwhile, We Are 
Blood, the blood and tissue bank for Central 
Texans, is in dire need of blood donations 
after dozens of mobile blood drives have 
been canceled. The Chronicle reported on 
Monday that Central Texas hospitals could 
face blood shortages as early as next week 
if donations don’t ramp up, according to We 
Are Blood’s Nick Canedo, who stressed that 
donations can be made by appointment and 
are safe and sanitary. 

In a tele-town hall on Sunday evening, 
state Rep. Eddie Rodriguez, D-Austin, 
brought experts together to answer ques¬ 
tions from Central Texans, who called in 
to inquire about how COVID-19 is spread 
and how contagious it is, how prepared 
the region is to deal with it, and how bad 
it might get. The panel - including ARC 
president and CEO Dr. Anas Daghestani, 
DSHS Associate Commissioner of 
Regional & Local Health Operations Dave 
Gruber, Austin Public Health Director 
Dr. Stephanie Hayden, and Dr. Donald 
Murphey of the Texas Medical Association 
COVID-19 Task Force - noted that out¬ 
comes will depend on many factors, and 
there is much we still don’t know about the 
virus, such as whether it will become less 
active in summer. But there was strong 
agreement that social distancing will be 
key to mitigating worst-case scenarios, 
even as callers worried that young people 
are still not taking the issue seriously. 
One caller wondered if she should even 
be concerned about getting sick if she had 
not traveled recently or been around some¬ 
one who had. In response, Dr. Daghestani 
acknowledged that we are “beyond that 
point now” and that it’s pretty clear that 
there is now community spread. 

As Central Texans hunker down for the 
long haul, it’s important to remember that 
this crisis won’t last forever. But while it’s 
here, social distancing remains the most 
important thing we can still do - along 
with scrupulous hygiene practices and not 
making unnecessary trips to the doctor or 
hospital. “Collectively and individually, we 
get to decide as a community what kind of 
spike we’re going to have,” said Adler on 
Tuesday. “We have control over whether ... 
we can space it out over time [and not] over¬ 
tax the health care delivery system in our 
community; that’s what we’re striving for. 
But whether this works depends to a large 
degree on just how diligent we each are on 
the things we’re being asked to do.” ■

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What a difference 10 days makes. On 
Tuesday, March 17 - at what would have 
been the peak of Austin’s spring festival 
season - Mayor Steve Adler and Travis 
County Judge Sarah Eckhardt ordered that 
all bars and restaurant dining rooms be 
shuttered to slow the spread of COVID-19, 
the disease caused by the novel coronavi- 
rus, through at least May 1. Community 
gatherings of 10 or more are prohibited. 

As Austinites are urged to take the pan¬ 
demic seriously and be diligent about social 
distancing, restaurants have not been shut 
down entirely; take-out, drive-through and 
delivery food service is still allowed, with 
increased sanitation protocols and mea¬ 
sures in place to protect the health and 
safety of food service workers and of the 
food they prepare. The city is considering 
bringing on additional health inspectors if 
it can, said Austin Interim Health Authority 
Dr. Mark E scott. 

But the call to go out and spend money 
and help the industry, offered by local 
leaders in the immediate wake of the can¬ 
cellation of South by Southwest - includ¬ 
ing by Adler, Eckhardt, and state Sen. Kirk 
Watson in a now-cringeworthy video, com¬ 
plete with tequila shots, filmed at Hoover’s 
Cooking on Manor Road - is of course no 
longer operative. “Obviously, if I knew 
then what I know now I wouldn’t have 
done the video,” said Adler on Tuesday, 
acknowledging that advice gave some 
cover to “millennials and younger folks 
who are still going out. ... Those of us who 
are not at the greatest risk can pose the 
greatest risk to others.” 

SAME ROOM, SAME TIME 

So what constitutes a prohibited “com¬ 
munity gathering,” and what sorts of estab¬ 
lishments are excluded? The 10-or-more 
limitation applies to people in a single room 
or “confined indoor or outdoor space” at the 
same time. The restriction does not apply to 
government buildings providing essential 
services, schools or colleges, pharmacies, 
transit and transit facilities, the airport 
and airport operations, and hospitals and 
medical facilities. It does include weddings 
and funerals, religious services, and sport¬ 
ing events. Parks and playgrounds remain 
open, but most pools, recreation centers, 
and gyms are closed. 

The order also exempts “grocery stores,” 
which really means a broad category of 
retailers that sell food products or house¬ 
hold staples, including pet supplies, hard¬ 
ware stores, food pantries, and gas stations. 
Other retailers are, at present, allowed to 
stay open subject to the social distancing 
guidelines, though many have announced 
limited hours as well as special hours 
set aside for seniors and other vulnera¬ 
ble populations. Simon Property Group, 


the nation’s largest operator of shopping 
centers, is closing its malls nationwide 
through March 29; this includes Barton 
Creek Square, Lakeline Mall, much of the 
Domain, and the Round Rock and San 
Marcos outlet malls. 

What happens if you blow off these 
orders from the authorities? Technically, 
it’s a misdemeanor offense, punishable 
by fines up to $1,000 or jail time up to 


180 days. However, all the courts in the 
county are on hiatus, steps are being taken 
to reduce the local jail population, and 
the Austin Police Department on Tuesday 
announced operational changes to reduce 
or eliminate officer response to non-urgent 
calls. (This includes traffic enforcement.) 
“The first step would be self policing and 
reminding others,” Adler said Tuesday. 
“My belief is that, given the gravity of what 
our community will face if we’re not suc¬ 
cessful, I really do believe that everyone 
will be pitching in. But the rules are rules 
and they are enforceable.” 


THE ECONOMIC IMPACT 

What is more frightening to more people, 
of course, is what happens if we do follow 
the rules, at great personal cost. “We recog¬ 
nize the economic hardships [are] every bit 
as large as those posed by the virus itself,” 
said the mayor. While Adler and Eckhardt 
both said that “many efforts” to mitigate 
economic impact and help residents and 
businesses in need are being pulled togeth¬ 


er at the local level, they noted that state 
and federal action will be required to get 
extended unemployment assistance, debt 
relief, temporary Medicaid expansion, 
increased funding for guaranteed small 
business loans, and other measures that 
will be needed to recover from COVID-19 
as from any other disaster. As of press time, 
the size and contours of a prospective fed¬ 
eral stimulus and relief package, including 
direct cash payments to all Americans, was 
being hotly debated in Congress. 

As local advocates for justice and equity 
call for far-reaching measures to soften 


the blow on the most vulnerable, local 
leaders are scrambling to get new relief 
services in place and to highlight the exis¬ 
tence of current ones. Austin Assistant 
City Manager Christopher Shorter and 
Economic Development Director Veronica 
Briseno on Tuesday highlighted the city 
housing department’s mortgage and rent 
assistance programs; curbside meal distri¬ 
bution for seniors (a partnership between 
the city parks department and Meals on 
Wheels and More); the Texas Workforce 
Commission’s unemployment insurance 
process; and business resources provided 
by Briseno’s department including con¬ 
sulting and a family business loan pro¬ 
gram. Eckhardt also promoted Workforce 
Solutions’ local middle-skills job training 
initiatives, part of the community work¬ 
force plan championed by her and Adler, to 
help people now facing indefinite employ¬ 
ment insecurity. All eviction proceedings 
in Travis County are on hold, and Austin 
Energy, which handles billing for all city 
utilities, has not only suspended customer 
disconnections for nonpayment but also is 
working to restore service to those who’d 
been recently shut off. 

In addition to these local resources being 
marshalled to “help bridge the gap until 
the crisis is passed,” Adler urged “vendors 
and landlords to recognize that the old rules 
are out the window right now,” calling for 
“forbearance and a spirit of cooperation” as 
residents and business struggle with rent 
and expenses during weeks of potential 
lost income. “Workers and businesses, right 
now, need help,” the mayor said. “We don’t 
have all the answers right now, but we will 
be trying many new things, because of the 
gravity of the situation.” He and Eckhardt 
also urged patience and generosity - “tip 
more than you ever have before” when get¬ 
ting food to go or taking in virtual live music 
performances, said the mayor. As we main¬ 
tain physical distance we need to work more 
closely together than we ever have before. 

Austin and Travis County’s control orders 
were coordinated with similar moves in 
other major Texas cities, and Interim Health 
Authority Dr. Mark Escott said the city and 
county are “encouraging our neighbor¬ 
ing communities and the state to consider 
urgent measures now so we can flatten the 
curve quickly.” As of press time, COVID- 
19 cases had been reported in both Hays 
and Williamson counties as well as Travis. 
Gov. Greg Abbott had expressed reluctance 
to impose statewide mandates during the 
outbreak, but plans to announce new policy 
directions on Thursday, March 19. (As of press 
time, neither the Texas Attorney General 
nor the Texas Public Policy Foundation had 
agreed to drop their lawsuit that’s stayed 
implementation of Austin’s paid sick leave 
ordinance, as Adler has requested.) ■

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School’s Out For... 

Local students facing an open-ended spring break by beth sullivan 


In its latest response to COVID-19, the University of 
Texas at Austin announced it will be moving all spring 
semester classes online, according to University President 
Greg Fenves. 

Starting on March 30 - the first day of class after the 
school’s extended two-week spring break - undergraduate 
and graduate instruction will transition to remote delivery 
via Canvas, Zoom, and other methods. In a March 17 letter 
addressed to the UT community, Fenves said in “specific 
and unusual cases, such as clinical placements leading to 
professional licensure,” faculty members will work with 
students to arrange instruction that adheres to social dis¬ 
tancing guidelines. Students without off-campus access 
to a computer or wi-fi were directed to contact Student 
Emergency Services for support. 

The announcement came mere hours after city officials 
banned gatherings of 10 or more people in Austin, though 
schools and colleges were one of several “critical facilities” 
exempt from the orders. The move, however, follows that 
of colleges across the nation, many of which have since 
announced the cancellation of in-person classes following the 
Centers for Disease Control and Prevention’s recommenda¬ 
tion against gatherings of 10 or more people earlier this week. 

UT is asking students not to return to campus after March 
30 if they have living arrangements elsewhere. Students 
living in residence halls are required to move out, though 
emergency housing will be available on a case-by-case basis 


to students who have “compelling reasons to remain on cam¬ 
pus, or who do not have other living arrangements.” Fenves 
said details on how to apply for emergency housing will be 
made available in the upcoming days. The university will 
also offer prorated refunds on housing and dining contracts. 

In regard to campus operations, staff members work¬ 
ing “to support the university’s core priorities” - that is, 
those providing online 
learning support, critical 
on-campus services like 
utilities, and support for 
students living on cam¬ 
pus - were instructed to 
continue to do so. “I am 
pursuing all options to 
preserve your compen¬ 
sation regardless of your 
work status,” Fenves 
said. Some research, including “efforts specifically related to 
COVID-19,” will continue with social distancing procedures 
in place, though all lab directors have been tasked with mak¬ 
ing localized decisions about whether to maintain operations. 

“This decision today will create new challenges for many 
of our students, specifically regarding the completion of 
courses and credit (especially for students intending to 
graduate this year), housing, the retrieval of personal items 
from university residence halls and access to technology 


away from campus,” said Fenves. As May commencement 
approaches, Fenves said the administration will determine 
whether public ceremonies are appropriate upon assessing 
the public health situation. “Our goal is for all students to 
complete the courses they are registered for during the 
spring 2020 semester. I am directing faculty members, 
deans and university leaders to work to accommodate stu¬ 
dent needs throughout these difficult times.” 

A day before UT’s announcement, the Austin Independent 
School District announced it had canceled classes from 
March 23 through April 3 amid COVID-19 concerns. In a let¬ 
ter to the AISD community, Superintendent Paul Cruz said 
the district, which began its scheduled spring break this 
week (March 16-20), will operate a modified work week after 
the break. This will provide planning time to transition to 
a distance learning environment for students, as well as 
telework for staff where possible, according to the letter. 

On March 13, the AISD board of trustees held an emergen¬ 
cy meeting in which the board unanimously approved a reso¬ 
lution granting Cruz authority to take “immediate action” on 
coronavirus prevention in Austin schools. The resolution gave 
Cruz the power to authorize procurement expenses that relate 
to cleaning supplies and online learning, in addition to com¬ 
pensating employees who may be affected by school closures. 

Cruz also confirmed that AISD Food Services will prepare 
and provide meals for students Monday through Friday 
starting March 23. Each student will receive a meal pack 
° containing both breakfast and lunch, which they can pick 
* up curbside from select sites (find the latest list at www. 
g austinisd.org/student-health/coronavirus/meals). On Wed., 
jS March 18, AISD expanded the food services to parents 
° and caregivers accompanying their children, in addition to 
announcing meal delivery sites throughout the community. 

At Monday’s press conference, an H-E-B representative 
also announced the Texas-based grocery store chain (cur¬ 
rently operating stores on a reduced 8am-8pm schedule) 
would be donating $100,000 to help AISD jumpstart its food 
services efforts. The donation benefits Austin Ed Fund’s 
newly launched AISD Crisis Support Rmd, which aims to 
supplement access to food services, health programs, and 
remote learning during AISD’s response to COVID-19. 

AISD’s cancellation coincides with a swath of Central 
Texas school districts that announced closures until the 
beginning of April, including Eanes, Hays, Lake Travis, 
Leander, and San Marcos. The Texas Education Agency also 
announced earlier this week that the state’s STAAR stan¬ 
dardized testing would 
be canceled for the 
2019-20 school year. 
Furthermore, Gov. 
Greg Abbott said he 
would also ask the 
federal government 
to waive this year’s 
standardized testing 
requirements. 

As the Chronicle 
went to press March 18, close to 700 Texas public school 
districts have closed in response to COVID-19 concerns. 39 
U.S. states have decided to close schools. Combined with 
district closures across the nation, at least 91,000 public 
and private K-12 schools enrolling 41.7 million students 
are closed, scheduled to close, or were closed and later 
reopened, according to Education Week. As of press time, 
Kansas is the only state to close public and private K-12 
schools for the rest of the academic year. ■

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Increased Pressure 


for “Vote-by-Mail” 

Mail vote would expand franchise and public safety - 
but not without problems

Under the restrictive conditions of the 
coronavirus pandemic, more people are 
calling for expanded - including universal 
- use of voting by mail. Vote-by-mail would 
make voting both safer and more conve¬ 
nient for many people. But it’s not fail-safe, 
and carries its own problems. 

Last week, Austin state Rep. Sheryl Cole 
and Congressional candidate Mike Siegel 
called on Gov. Greg Abbott to enable uni¬ 
versal voting by mail (although not with 
an explicit timetable). Cole and Siegel said 
Abbott should declare a state of emergency 
due to the coronavirus pandemic, and “the 
declaration [should] specifically protect vot¬ 
ing rights in upcoming elections by allow¬ 
ing universal access to vote by mail.” 

Cole called the proposed change to vote- 
by-mail “common sense and good policy.” 
Under current state law, voting by mail 


is available to the elderly, voters with dis¬ 
abilities, or those who are out of the state 
during election (“absentees”). Under the 
Cole/Siegel request, the mail choice would 
extend to all eligible voters. 

Other voices have since been raised in 
favor of voting by mail. In a statement 
issued Monday, the national League of 
Women Voters called on “all states, U.S. 
territories, and the District of Columbia 
to expand no-excuse absentee voting and 
mail-in ballots for the duration of the 2020 
election cycle. In light of the COVID-19 
(coronavirus) pandemic, it is imperative 
for state election officials to address vot¬ 
ers’ and poll workers’ fears by limiting 
the need to cast an in-person ballot.” This 
week, Democratic Sens. Amy Klobuchar of 
Minnesota and Ron Wyden of Oregon filed 
legislation to enable universal by-mail 


voting and to extend early in-person vot¬ 
ing in all states. 

Later on Monday, the Texas Democratic 
Party chimed in. In a letter to the Texas sec¬ 
retary of state, TDP Chair Gilberto Hinojosa 
wrote, “We should develop contingency plans 
now that allow the May 2 [local] and May 
26 [run-off] elections to be held entirely by 
mail to avoid the risks of spreading COVID- 
19 at polling places and to avoid the many 
logistical barriers that we are likely to face 
as this crisis intensifies, polling places close, 
and our normal pool of poll workers practice 
social distancing and seclusion.” (The let¬ 
ter doesn’t mention the 
special election for state 
Senate District 14, to 
replace resigning Austin 
Sen. Kirk Watson, initial¬ 
ly anticipated for May 
2. Late Monday, Abbott 
announced that vote will 
instead take place July 14; 
he has allowed, but cannot 
require, that local elec¬ 
tions on May 2 be post¬ 
poned until November.) 

Voting by mail is not 
new, and four states 
Oregon, Colorado, 

Washington, and Hawaii 
- already conduct all 
elections entirely by 
mail, according to the 
National Council of State 
Legislatures, as do some 
smaller jurisdictions. 

But Texas restricts vot¬ 
ing by mail to those over 
65, the disabled (various¬ 
ly defined), and absentee 
voters. Enabling all eli¬ 
gible voters to do so by 
mail could fundamental¬ 
ly change the nature and 
range of the Texas elec¬ 
torate - generally not a prospect welcomed 
by the Republican state leadership, which 
has instead worked steadily to regulate and 
restrict opportunities for voting. 

Austin political consultant David Butts, 
who has worked with by-mail voting cam¬ 
paigns dating back to Austin Congressman 
Jake Pickle in the 1980s, said that even 
under pandemic conditions, he doubts the 
Republican leadership would expand the 
practice. There are a lot of advantages to 
mail voting, Butts said - especially now for 
public safety reasons - but the Republicans 
are likely to consider it “the camel’s nose 
under the tent. ... If we allow it now, why 
not all the time?” 

Setting aside the political objections, 
there are practical obstacles, especially in 
the short term before the May 26 elections. 
Travis County Clerk Dana DeBeauvoir is 


planning for those elections while also 
adjusting schedules and working circum¬ 
stances for her own staff to contend with 
the pandemic. “If we just have everyone 
who’s currently eligible participate in 
by-mail voting, that would already be a 
lot of people,” DeBeauvoir said. “That’s a 
significant number of people in itself, and 
we’re trying to refine that estimate. I think 
we could manage that, with our existing 
resources.” She said she would need addi¬ 
tional staff for the careful ballot handling 
and counting, and it’s already difficult to 
recruit sufficient poll workers - “and you 
know who does that work 
... the elderly,” currently 
at greater health risk. 

Expanding beyond the 
already eligible would be 
a challenge, she said, and 
not only for personnel. “In 
a way, it’s going backward” 
to an earlier voting meth¬ 
od, she said. “We don’t 
have enough high-capaci¬ 
ty scanners to do the pro¬ 
cessing, and we estimate 
we would have to roughly 
triple the counting crew. 
£ Just to get enough people 
1 to work the regular elec- 
> tion has been problematic, 
m so getting extra people is 
g also problematic.” Unless 
z the policy also closes the 
traditional polling places, 
“I’m not saving any per¬ 
sonnel there.” 

Nevertheless, DeBeauvoir 
said, “Anything’s possible 
with sufficient resources, 
and if you want a disaster 
plan, I can’t think of any¬ 
body better to ask than 
election administrators.” 
She also added that by¬ 
mail balloting is the system most prone to 
both error and fraud. “We have to guard 
against vote harvesting [by partisans], and 
also undue ‘influence of the kitchen table.’ 
And in counting the ballots, the law requires 
that officials must sometimes determine 
‘the intent of the voter.’” That includes, for 
example, an occasional requirement to 
“remake the ballot,” under strict rules 
designed to reflect the voter’s intention. 

“By-mail voting is very involved,” 
DeBeauvoir summarized, “and it’s not fast, 
and it’s not easy for the voter.” 

DeBeauvoir and her team are continuing 
to work on the problem while they wait for 
any decision by state officials. For the May 
26 elections, she reiterated, “If they decide 
we need to be prepared for the full use of 
the current law,” she concluded, “I think we 
can handle that.” ■

A call for big moves to ease the blow of the outbreak

Advocates from a large number of local 
social justice and advocacy organizations 
are calling on city and county leaders to 
step up and help those most marginalized 
in the community amid the escalating coro- 
navirus outbreak. 

In a letter sent on Monday March 16, to 
Austin Mayor Steve Adler, City Council, the 
Travis County Commissioners Court, and 
other officials, the advocates offered an 
extensive and comprehensive list of demands 
that target public education; welfare; hous¬ 
ing; worker, immigrant, and disability rights; 
medical services; child care; elder care; law 
enforcement; courts; and jails. 

Among their recommendations, the 
groups urged city officials to take a “firm 
stance” on social distancing to help slow the 
spread of COVID-19 - limiting operations 
and hours of businesses like bars and restau¬ 
rants to keep those most susceptible among 
us safe, as the city and county announced on 
Tuesday. “We know from other major cities 
that Austin’s community outbreaks are 
more likely to occur within our most vulner¬ 
able populations,” said 
Selena Xie, president of 
the Austin EMS 
Employees Association, 
during a (virtual) press 
conference Monday 
morning. “Given that 
we face an unprece¬ 
dented situation with 
the COVID-19 pandem¬ 
ic, community advo¬ 
cates believe it war¬ 
rants an unprecedent¬ 
ed, swift, and necessary 
response from local and 
county authorities with 
the power to save and 
protect as many of the 
most vulnerable people 
as possible.” 

With ICUs already at limited capacity, 
Xie expects critical care transports to 
increase and urges local leaders to ensure 
patient treatment supplies like respirators, 
IV medication pumps, updated ventilators, 
and portable ultrasound units are well 
stocked - equipment that hasn’t been avail¬ 
able to EMS, she said. On Tuesday, Austin 
Interim Public Health Authority Dr. Mark 
Escott - who is filling that post while also 
continuing to serve as EMS medical direc¬ 
tor - told reporters the city and county are 
working to ensure “adequate training, ade¬ 


quate personal protective equipment, and 
adequate access to testing” to EMS and 
other first responders. 

RELEASE FOR THE PRISONERS 

The crisis is especially daunting for those 
in overcrowded jails, prisons, and immi¬ 
grant detention centers, the groups stress. 
“We know that medical care is less than 
adequate and there are many deaths in 
these facilities every year, and in times of 
crisis, conditions of confinement only wors¬ 
en,” said Claudia Munoz, acting executive 
co-director at Grassroots Leadership. 
Immigrants should receive health care 
regardless of status and be protected from 
interaction with ICE and CBP when access¬ 
ing those services, she said. 

In an effort to decarcerate, organizations 
also recommend law enforcement limit 
instances of taking people into custody and 
should maximize use of cite-and-release for 
as many offenses as possible. They’re call¬ 
ing on the courts to reduce activity as well, 
including suspending class C misdemeanor 
cases and probation, 
parole, and pretrial 
meetings. 

Also on Monday, Jose 
Garza, candidate for 
district attorney, sent 
his own letter to city 
and county officials 
calling for radical 
changes in criminal 
justice in response to 
COVID-19, focusing 
attention on the danger 
the virus poses to the 
2,000 people locked up 
in Central Texas. Garza 
wrote “locked down 
facilities like jails have 
incredibly high rates of 
infection. ... Time and 
again, jails and prisons have been hotbeds 
for the spread of disease.” 

With this in mind, Garza called for tem¬ 
porarily ending arrests for misdemeanors 
and state jail felonies unless doing so cre¬ 
ates a risk to public safety, and for immedi¬ 
ately releasing those in county jail who 
don’t pose a public safety risk, using per¬ 
sonal bonds if necessary. He also urged that 
local law enforcement authorities publicly 
disclose the protocols they will use for test¬ 
ing and treating inmates and seeking to 
halt the spread of the disease.

Garza, who like other candidates has sus¬ 
pended in-person campaigning, emphasized 
that his platform, including his call to abol¬ 
ish cash bail, demonstrates the link between 
criminal justice reform and public safety in 
a time of crisis. “Every day, our cash bail 
system destabilizes our communities, and 
now it threatens our response to a rapidly 
spreading infectious disease,” he said. 

Incumbent D.A. Margaret Moore respond¬ 
ed to both Garza and the justice advocates 
on Monday, saying, “Now is not the time for 
politics. This is a serious issue affecting the 
most critical areas of public safety, justice 
administration, and community confidence 
... I am using all my years of experience as 
a prosecutor, elected official, and public 
administrator to meet the challenge.” She 
noted that all court proceedings in Travis 
County have basically been put on hiatus 
until early May, and that her office contin¬ 
ues “to work with the judges to see that only 
those who pose a risk to public safety remain 
in our jail. The coronavirus does not affect 
that policy - it only affects how we make 
sure our processes are conducted safely.” 

HELPING WORKERS SURVIVE 

As low-wage workers will be among the 
hardest hit by COVID-19 workplace disrup¬ 
tions, the organizations offer steps that can 
be taken by city officials and businesses to 
help working-class employees. They say the 
city should partner with local philanthropic 
institutions and employers to establish a 
fund for workers who become unemployed 
or underemployed due to strained wages. 
(The city and county have begun to gather 
and promote their existing resources to 
help residents and businesses facing eco¬ 
nomic insecurity.) 


“We deeply need urgent action [from phil¬ 
anthropic groups] to fend off the impending 
economic crisis ... by creating funds that 
support hourly wage workers and those 
working in the domestic and service indus¬ 
tries, as well as supportive actions to aid the 
businesses that employ the workers so 
[that] when the pandemic passes, our peo¬ 
ple and our city’s livelihood are sustained,” 
said Kandace Vallejo with Youth Rise Texas. 

While a citywide paid sick leave policy is 
still under attack from right-wing state lead¬ 
ers, advocates urge businesses to imple¬ 
ment paid sick leave and expand unemploy¬ 
ment insurance eligibility; stop all city con¬ 
struction work; and require all nonessential 
government employees to work from home. 
Austin Energy, which handles billing for all 
city utilities, has already suspended service 
shut-offs and is working with those who’ve 
recently been disconnected to restore ser¬ 
vice (call 512/494-9400 if you need help). The 
advocates call for similar steps to be taken 
by natural gas and telecommunications pro¬ 
viders; they also urged a halt to evictions, 
which Travis County has put in place, and 
passing a rent control ordinance. 

“We are asking local elected officials to 
take bold, decisive steps to do everything in 
their power to make sure that the most vul¬ 
nerable workers in our community have the 
ability to protect themselves from the spread 
of COVID-19 by making it possible for them 
to stay home without risking their ability to 
meet the basic needs of their families,” said 
Ana Gonzalez with the Workers Defense 
Project. The advocates also recommended a 
review of the legality of levying a temporary 
tax on large corporations and wealthy com¬ 
munity members to fund initiatives aimed at 
mitigating the impact of COVID-19. ■

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Where Are They 
Supposed to Go? 

People experiencing homelessness brace for more 
changes in support systems by Austin sanders 


As the Austin-Travis County community 
undergoes a retreat into isolation to slow 
spread of the new coronavirus, people expe¬ 
riencing homelessness are asking: Where 
are they supposed to go? 

For those without permanent housing 
who are living in a temporary shelter, like 
the Austin Resource Center of the Homeless 
(ARCH) Downtown, the question is not yet 
as pressing. They still have a bed to sleep in 
and a place to get out of the elements, for 
the time being. 

But for those living outside of a shelter - 
likely in the thousands, although the results 
from the 2020 Point in Time Count have not 
yet been released - a week that saw the clo¬ 
sure of many public facilities means the loss 
of vital resources that offer respite, places to 
wash hands, and a connection to the world. 

“[Austin Community College] is closed, 
the libraries are closed, rec centers are 
closed, so all of the people experiencing 
homelessness who had other places to go 
are out of options,” Steven Potter, a member 
of the Austin Homelessness Advisory Coun¬ 


cil (AHAC), told the Chronicle this week. 
“With the libraries alone, we’ve lost a place 
to sanitize and connect to the internet as a 
way for us to stay informed.” 

Even the places that have historically 
always been accessible to people experienc¬ 
ing homelessness are undergoing neces¬ 
sary operational changes in response to the 
growing spread of coronavirus into our 
communities. Front Steps, the nonprofit 
that operates the ARCH, had to make the 
difficult choice this week to close down its 
day center to non-clients - that is, people 
who are not undergoing case management 
and staying in a bed at the shelter. 

Several people living without housing 
told us the closure of ARCH’s day center 
will be a blow to the unhoused community. 
Typically, the line of people waiting to 
access the center’s amenities - showers, 
storage lockers, chairs to sit in - stretches 
down Seventh Street toward 1-35. As of 
Tuesday morning, the line was still there, 
but none of the people waiting in it would 
be allowed inside. 


Front Steps Executive Director Greg 
McCormack knows how much the commu¬ 
nity he serves relies upon the resources his 
shelter offers, which reflects the gravity 
with which he made the decision. “We’re 
really, a lot of times, the last vestige for 
someone who has nowhere else to go,” 
McCormack told us on Friday, March 13. 

But as is the case with every organization 
operating in a society wracked by pandem¬ 
ic, the situation is ever-evolving. Since we 
talked last week, McCormack has had to 
implement new social distancing measures, 
including prohibiting clients from return¬ 
ing to their beds on the third floor once they 
leave in the morning. After they leave, the 
Front Steps custodial staff perform a deep 
clean of the bunks, and people are not 
allowed to return until the evening, to help 
prevent spread of the virus. 

Front Steps staff are still operating at full 
capacity, allowing social workers to contin¬ 
ue work with clients on attaining long-term 
housing, accessing medical care, and gener¬ 
ally striding toward more stability in life, 
but McCormack said he is looking at operat¬ 
ing the shelter on a “skeleton crew” should 
the outbreak situation worsen in Austin. As 
hard as these decisions are, 
they are being made now to 
prevent the worst case sce¬ 
nario: shutting down the 
shelter completely. 

“Our goal is to remain 
open and to be able to 
remain open,” McCormack 
told us on Tuesday. “Some 
of the decisions we’re hav¬ 
ing to make are in line with 
that. If we had multiple out¬ 
breaks or if something happened at the 
shelter, the recommendation would likely 
be to close the shelter. But the measures we 
are taking now are to try and prevent that 
from happening.” 

Across the street from the ARCH, Caritas 
of Austin is also undergoing change. Unlike 
the ARCH, Caritas does not offer shelter 
beds to people experiencing homelessness, 
but they offer a variety of services including 
financial assistance, case management, and 
access to food that are critical to helping 
individuals exit homelessness. Additionally, 
their Downtown and North Austin offices 
both offer resources available to anyone, 
whether they are working with a Caritas 
social worker or not. 

With churches across the city closing 
their doors, access to food is a growing fear 
among people experiencing homelessness 
and the service providers who help them. 
The Downtown office’s Community Kitchen 
has long been one of the places where peo¬ 
ple experiencing homelessness can eat a 
hot lunch. But that operation, which is 
largely volunteer-driven, is changing. The 


kitchen was closed on Monday, but handed 
out sack lunches on Tuesday. Beginning 
next week, the dining room will be closed to 
guests and Caritas will hand out sack lunch¬ 
es to people waiting outside the building. 

Similarly, the food pantries, which are 
operated at both locations but only avail¬ 
able to clients, will remain open. But clients 
will no longer do their own shopping - 
they’ll tell staff what they need, and then 
they’ll be handed the items. At the 
Downtown office, the community restrooms 
and computer access will still be available 
to anyone - but only one person will be 
allowed in the lobby to utilize those resourc¬ 
es at a time. All of these efforts serve the 
same purpose: Slow the spread of the virus, 
while still offering help to the people who 
have few other options. 

What connects all of these services is that 
they require money and volunteers - two 
resources that are increasingly in short sup¬ 
ply. With nonprofit funding already suffer¬ 
ing as society braces for a global recession, 
some of these programs may need to be 
scaled back even further, or halted altogeth¬ 
er. “There is no way to know for certain 
what the long-term effects of the COVID-19 
outbreak and the resulting 
drastic economic slowdown 
will have on our organiza¬ 
tion and our clients,” 
Caritas President and CEO 
Jo Kathryn Quinn told us. 

The clients Caritas serves 
are largely employed in the 
hospitality and service 
industry, too, which has 
been hardest hit by the 
immediate economic down¬ 
turn resulting from drastic, but necessary, 
social distancing measures. Some of the cli¬ 
ents Caritas serves are people formerly 
experiencing homelessness, and though 
they are now housed, they still are in need of 
other services to reach greater stability in 
life. “We anticipate the need to significantly 
increase the provision of rent and utility 
assistance to clients who will lose their 
income for an indefinite period of time,” 
Quinn told us. “But if funding is lost, this 
will not be possible, putting our clients at 
risk of losing their home once again.” 

The cancellation of SXSW alone was 
enough to make the economic downturn 
real for people living without housing, espe¬ 
cially those who stay Downtown. The forced 
closure of bars and restaurants will only 
add to the pain. Steve Harrell, who has a 
bed at the ARCH, told us he’s less worried 
about outbreak of COVID-19 and more so 
from the sting he’s feeling from canceling 
SXSW and closing Downtown bars. 

“Sixth Street is a ghost town already,” 
Harrell said on Tuesday. “It’s critical to our 
lifestyle down here. Not only from panhan-

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dling, but from bars hiring us to help out. 
I’ve had places pay me $10 to take their 
trash out, but that’s not going to happen 
now.” During the festival, Harrell said, it’s 
not uncommon to take home $100 in a day 
from panhandling and working odd jobs for 
bars Downtown. 

Harrell is also worried about what this 
means for the future of his case manage¬ 
ment work. He’s already been waiting on 
housing for over three years, frustrating in 
itself, but the prospect of possibly waiting 
even longer due to yet another force com¬ 
pletely out of his control is “overwhelming. 
I’m looking for an apartment, and I don’t 
know what all of this means for that,” he 
told us. “It scares me, because we’ve never 
lived in these times. I’ll be 56 soon, and I’ve 
never lived through anything like this.” 

Amid the uncertainty, city officials are 
working to provide some relief for people 
experiencing homelessness. The city 
departments (Parks and Recreation, Water¬ 
shed, and Public Works) that had been con¬ 
ducting “cleanups” of homeless encamp¬ 
ments “that have the potential to displace 
individuals,” will be suspended “until fur¬ 
ther notice,” a decision based on federal 
recommendations, per a city spokesperson. 


Austin Public Health has prepared 
“health kits,” which will include sanitary 
wipes, that will be distributed to people 
experiencing homelessness. Outreach 
workers, like those on the Homeless Out¬ 
reach Street Team, are continuing “target¬ 
ed outreach services,” which will provide 
information on COVID-19, how to access 
care and testing, as well as health kits and 
socks. 

For now, the CommUnityCare (CUC) 
Mobile and Street Medicine teams have 
been diverted from their normal work to 
provide “the frontline CUC response to the 
COVID-19 pandemic for the most vulnera¬ 
ble patients of our service area,” per a 
county spokesperson. But once those oper¬ 
ations have been successfully implement¬ 
ed, it is expected that the street teams will 
return to providing care at their designat¬ 
ed sites and times. But, the situation 
remains fluid. “It is difficult to determine 
how long the standard operating model of 
our [mobile teams] will be impacted,” the 
spokesperson said. 

But there will be other concerns to con¬ 
sider. If an outbreak does spread among 
people experiencing homelessness, they 
will not have a home where they can safely 


CAP METRO BEGINS MODIFIED TRANSIT SCHEDULE 


Capital Metro, Austin’s public transit service, 
began operating on a modified schedule starting 
Wednesday, March 18, as the latest governmental 
agency to take precautions aimed at slowing the 
spread of the coronavirus in Austin-Travis County. 

At an emergency meeting Tuesday morning, the 
board of directors unanimously approved a resolu¬ 
tion granting broad power to the transit agency’s 
president and CEO Randy Clarke in responding to 
the threat. 

The first big change: shifting to essentially pro¬ 
vide Sunday-level service seven days. Most local 
routes and the popular Metro Rapid buses will 
operate less frequently; the MetroRail Red Line will 
operate its usual Monday-Friday day schedule, but 
suspend late-night Friday service and all Saturday 
service; the recently implemented on-demand 
Pickup service, available in some neighborhoods 
that saw service reductions during Cap Remap, will 
operate from 10am-6pm. For detailed route info, 
visit www.capmetro.org/schedmap. 

All fleet vehicles are cleaned with hospital-grade 
disinfectant at the end of each service day. 
Currently, that work is performed by staff through 
the manual scrubbing of commonly touched surfac¬ 
es, but the agency has ordered equipment that will 
allow staff to spray down vehicles. 

Additionally, customers should begin boarding 
buses through the rear door - unless they’re paying 
cash; riders swiping bus passes or scanning their 
phones can do so using the rear scanners. The 
change in boarding procedure serves the same 


purpose as the reduction in service - ensuring 
passengers keep proper social distance from each 
other and from bus operators, who will continue to 
serve the city as an essential service. 

Although people are still riding transit - espe¬ 
cially those who don’t have access to other trans¬ 
portation options - Cap Metro Chief Operating 
Officer Dottie Watkins told the board of directors 
that the agency had seen a 40% drop in ridership 
on Monday. This follows a historic run of ridership 
gains over the past 16 months, thanks largely in 
part to a surge in “choice riders” - those who 
choose to take transit over commuting to work 
in their cars. Now that health officials are recom¬ 
mending avoiding mass transit if possible, those 
riders are staying home or using their cars. 

Watkins also suggested that staff at Cap Metro 
expects to be dealing with fallout from the coro¬ 
navirus for a long time. “All of our planning has 
been under the assumption that we are running a 
marathon and not a sprint,” she told the board. “We 
want to make sure that what we do, we’re able to 
maintain on a long-term basis, if necessary.” 

Officials said there are no current plans to further 
reduce service, but - as is the case with every other 
organization or business navigating a world gripped 
by pandemic - the situation is fluid. Clarke has the 
authority to modify service and fares as needed, 
and per the resolution, “the authority to take other 
action in accordance with guidance and instructions 
from the national, state and local authorities and/or 
agencies,” if such action is needed. - AS. 


isolate, to protect themselves and their 
neighbors; many have underlying health 
conditions which make them vulnerable to 
the virus. If shelters are forced to close - 
where will the people living in them go? If 
more outreach workers are called back to 
provide frontline emergency response to 
COVID-19, who will meet the needs of the 
people living on the streets and in encamp¬ 
ments? If soup kitchens, churches, and 
other organizations that provide meals to 
those without housing close, how will they 
continue to eat? 

City leaders and service providers are 
well aware of these challenges, and they are 
working on possible solutions, just as they 
are to the other myriad societal problems 
stemming from the coronavirus. 

Whatever the solutions turn out to be - 
it’s important that they don’t take away the 
agency of people experiencing homeless¬ 
ness. “I’m a person too, and I want choices,” 
Potter, the AHAC member, told us. “I know 
we need to worry about the safety of every¬ 
one, but if people are forced into a place 
where they feel institutionalized, that might 
not work out well. If I had a choice between 
that and sitting on the riverbed listening to 
the crickets, I’m going to choose the river¬ 
bed every time.” ■

Livestreaming in the 
Age of Quarantine 

Having their public gigs wiped from the books by 
the coronavirus, Austin musicians are now “going live” 
instead of playing live 

The online livestreaming of performances, long an 
unexplored opportunity for many local artists, has 
become the go-to move after the COVID-19 pandemic 
has caused the city to push pause on concerts. Any 
night this week on Facebook, Instagram, or Twitch, 
you’ll find dozens of Austin musicians playing in living 
rooms, studios, practice spaces, or empty venues, rang¬ 
ing from multicam setups to an iPhone propped up on a 
beer can. Meanwhile, several websites, like Cabin Fever 
Tunes and the House Concert Hosts Consortium, have 
launched as local directories. 

Last Saturday, preeminent Austin selector DJ Mel 
demonstrated peak engagement of quarantine lives¬ 
treaming with the debut of his Living Room Dance 
Party, which drew hundreds of thousands of viewers 
over six hours. 

“What started off as a little dance party for my 
friends in Austin, Texas, morphed into this global dance 
party,” the DJ, aka Mel Cavaricci, mused in a follow-up 
video. “Who would have thought?” 

Cavaricci returns to the decks this Saturday, March 
21,6-10pm. 

On Sunday, pan-Latin pop favorite Gina Chavez 
told Facebook Live viewers, “I think it’s really 
important that we don’t go out - that’s why I’m 
doing these livestreams.” 





On her “Social Distancing Sundays,” Chavez takes 
requests and accepts tips via her Venmo. While concert 
promoters in Austin have yet to find a viable way to sell 
livestreaming, artists use it as a virtual tip bucket. A fruit¬ 
ful session could equate to the payment for a venue gig. 

Mbira player Joel Laviolette of Rattletree goes live on 
either Facebook, YouTube, or Twitch almost every day 
from his studio at Mosaic Sound Collective, demonstrat¬ 
ing production techniques, answering questions, and 
generally trying to get people enchanted with the 
African thumb piano. Last Monday was the first time he 
posted his PayPal, and he accrued $50 in tips. 

“You’re being authentic, and if you’re connecting with 
people, they may want to tip,” he explains. “Right now, 
people are asking, ‘How can I financially support you?”’ 

Having himself lost a spring-and-summer’s worth 
of gigs over COVID-19 spread, Laviolette sees equally 
economically hammered musicians gravitating 
toward streaming. 


At first glance, the massive new mural at the intersec¬ 
tion of Congress and Cesar Chavez seems like an ad for a 
superhero movie. Plastered onto the west side of the 
Line Hotel, the 12-story display depicts Wonder Woman 
breaking a chain with her bare hands. The iconic image 
tears open the mural as if it were a poster, revealing 
another woman’s face whose eyes could cut right 
through the rush-hour traffic down below. Strong like 
Wonder Women, this figure represents every woman. 

The 100-foot-tall mural, completed in just five days, 
is a collaboration between French Canadian artist 
Sandra Chevrier and Shepard Fairey of “Obey Giant” 
fame - he also created the iconic Obama “Hope” poster 
from the 2008 presidential campaign. Both artists were 
invited by the Downtown Austin Alliance to take part in 
a weeklong series commemorating the 100th anniver- 


“It’s happening now more than ever,” he says. “This 
situation has made livestreaming part of the conscious¬ 
ness for everybody. Everyone is either doing [it] or 
wants to know how to do it.” 

Streaming’s already been part of Jackie Venson’s 
artistic toolbox, going live on Facebook while taking 
Venmo donations or giving exclusive performances for 
her Patreon subscribers. Now that all musicians are “chill¬ 
ing at home,” she identifies a moment for livestreaming. 

“We musicians that stream - we have the world by 
the balls right now,” she told the Chronicle. “We’re the 
only entertainment available. There is limitless opportu¬ 
nity in that. 

“We don’t even have sports. The only thing that 
could compare to entertainment value is sports. Sports 
is even bigger than music, I think, and those people 
don’t have anything to watch right now. The opportuni¬ 
ty is intense right now for livestreaming. My brain has 
been going nuts.” 


sary of the 19th Amendment, which gave women the 
right to vote. But not all women: Native American, 
African American, and women from certain minority 
groups faced obstacles for years to come, a legacy 
which can arguably still be felt today. 

In recent years, the organization has strived to bring 
more urban art to the city as a way to connect local and 
international artists and create new public spaces. 
Writing on the Walls, which ran March 4-11, did just that, 
offering a host of workshops, film screenings, panel dis¬ 
cussions, and activations - including the collaboration 
between Chevrier and Fairey as well as a mural on 
North Lamar painted by local artist Sade Lawson. (Both 
installations are permanent.) 

“I didn’t realize how challenging it would be to find a 
wall, especially a big wall,” says Molly Alexander, the 


The extemporaneousness and intimacy of recent 
no-audience livestreams can feel almost voyeuristic. 

On Sunday, after a performance at Radio Coffee & 
Beer got canceled, a stripped-down version of Kelsey 
Wilson’s Sir Woman livestreamed from what she 
described as “a vibey-ass room with candles.” They 
took requests, including a magnificent “High Road,” 
taught guitar chords to commenters, and remotely 
split-screened with the group’s backup singers - the 
sync delay causing a rhythmic train wreck. That infor¬ 
mality only made it more interesting. 

Austin’s Star Parks shined bright on a March 14 mul- 
tiact livestream from Scholz Garten, showcasing the 
thoughtful and despairing orchestral pop of recent LP 
The New Sounds of Late Capitalism. From the com¬ 
ments, it’s clear the band won new fans, but singer 
Andy Bianculli - ever the cynic and unimpressed with 
online culture - isn’t overly enthusiastic about Austin’s 
livestreaming moment. 

“I don’t really feel like anyone needs to hear me sing 
that badly,” he scoffs. “Let’s say this goes on for a 
month and you can’t see bands, who would you want to 
see? ’Cause I can’t think of anyone offhand... a local 
band that’s gonna save me. The desire to see some 
people for joy and humanity is necessary, right? But it 
feels like we’re so overwhelmed, so the quiet is kinda 
fuckin’ nice. Maybe well appreciate [musical perfor¬ 
mances] more when they come back.” 

That being said, the singer/guitarist says he’d be 
open to doing another livestream during the live music 
blackout, but he’d be more interested in collaborating 
with other quarantined musicians or finding a new way 
to present livestreamed music. 

“I want to see who can step it up, who can do that in 
the most entertaining way,” he offers. “That might be a 
really cool, weird, competitive thing - artistically and 
creatively. Because just a camera and someone singing 
is great right now, but I think when everyone’s doing 
that we’re gonna have to figure something else out.”

Foundation. Once the Line Hotel signed on, however, 
things started quickly falling into place. Fairey had 
already done a mural at the hotel’s L.A. property, for 
instance, and Chevrier came highly recommended by 
Carlo De Luca of Station 16, a contemporary gallery in 
Montreal specializing in graffiti-inspired art. Though the 
two artists had never met, their work shared similarities 
such as multimedia, collage, and realism. 

Early on, it was decided that Chevrier would lead 
the project, given its female focus. “This was my first 
large mural and Shepard was very open to my ideas, 
very encouraging from the start,” she says. “I think 
the image sends a message, being so close to the 
Capitol, and it will resonate across the world because 
of social media.” 


Obey Giantess: Mega Mural of Feminist Proportions Pops Up Downtown 
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Capital Area Food Bank Needs Community 
Support More Than Ever Before 


The struggle for food security was already very real 
for many Central Texans, but after Mayor Adler’s 
Tuesday, March 17, necessary mandate that closed all 
restaurant dining rooms and bars, and with the long list 
of other C0VID-19-related changes in the city, thou¬ 
sands more of our neighbors are facing unprecedented 
financial situations. For decades, the local community 
has depended on Central Texas Food Bank for help. 

Derrick Chubbs, CAFB president & CEO, said, “The 
Central Texas Food Bank has a long history of respond¬ 
ing to emergencies and disasters, each of which is dif¬ 
ferent. So we have the organizational agility to respond 
to things, depending on how they play out. There are a 
lot of variables in play, but what we do know is that we 
will experience a dramatic increase in need for our ser¬ 
vices in the coming weeks and months.” 


Asked what feminism means to her, she says 
“freedom”; being who you want to be. A short and 
sweet answer, so I pose another question: Is she 
scared of heights? “I didn’t spend my time looking 
down, I just worked on the wall,” she shrugs. 

“When you focus on something, you don’t realize 
your life is in danger.” 

Now that the paint has dried and her “seasick¬ 
ness” has subsided (the lift swayed like a boat 
against the building), Chevrier can enjoy the finished 
product. Her favorite thing about the mural, she 
says, is that it was made by a man and a woman. 
“There are a lot of female artists who are not known 
in the art world, and that’s a problem. We all know 
the great names of the men, but other than Frida, 
what woman can you name?” - Barbara Purcell

As the situation is fluid and rapidly developing, 
Chubbs said he and his team are “working around the 
clock to plan for several contingencies. Flowever those 
contingencies play out, one thing is certain: The Food 
Bank is going to have to make changes to our opera¬ 
tions model. That could mean everything from purchas¬ 
ing additional or special categories of food to doing 
special food distributions.” 

Fie added, “All of that takes money.” 

Donating money to CAFB is the most efficient way 
for help to reach those in need, because with a mone¬ 
tary gift they are more able to distribute fresh produce. 
The donated cash (or yes, a card) expands the efforts 
by stretching every dollar to its freshest full potential: 
Every $1 equals four meals; every $5 amounts to a 
whopping 20 meals. And if you’ve ever tried to feed 
20 people with $5 - especially with healthy fruits and 
vegetables - you know how incredible this feat really 
is. Another option in these times of streaming every¬ 
thing and social distancing is raising money via a virtu¬ 
al food drive. 

On the same day the announcement about closures 
was made, and on the heels of announcing a $1.2 mil¬ 
lion investment to Feeding Texas, H-E-B delivered a 
trailer of food (and 15 truckloads across the state) to 
the Central Texas Food Bank to continue supporting 
communities. 

On the homepage of the CAFB website, there’s a big 
“Donate” button, a big “Volunteer” button, and a big 
“Find Food Now” button, which leads to a food finder 
that allows folks to find the food distribution nearest to 
them. For now, their mobile food pantries at AISD and 
most other locations are still scheduled, as are food dis¬ 
tributions at most of the agencies in the distribution 
network, but please see their website (www.centraltex- 
asfoodbank.org) for the latest information. - Jessi Cape

I KNOW A LOT OF US ARE 
HURTING RIGHT NOW. We’re 
scared about our jobs; our health; the people 
we love; this erratic uncertainty COVID-19 
has introduced in our daily lives. We’re a 
resilient community, but still, I’ll admit: I’ve 
been concerned about how social distanc¬ 
ing mandates - which, don’t get me wrong, 
are absolutely imperative right now - will 
affect the availability of lifesaving resources, 
such as orgs like Out Youth that rely heavily 
on in-person services and programs. 

When I reached Out Youth’s Operations 
& Programs Director Kathryn Gonzales, 
she assured me, “We are looking into all of 
the ways that we can provide a continuity of 
service and programming to our clients while 
also minimizing the disruption.” Gonzales 
explains that while Out Youth will be closing 
its little blue house until further notice, the 
org is going virtual in the meantime. Out 
Youth, which serves Central Texas youth of all 
sexual orientations and identities, has contin¬ 
gency plans in place for teletherapy and virtu¬ 
al drop-in hours moving forward. For now, Out 
Youth clients ages 12-18 are able to sign up 
for a new online engagement platform called 
Engagement Communities. The portal, 
developed by MissionBox, allows youth to 
connect with Out Youth staff and one another 
while also staying informed about the latest 
updates and programs (find sign-up instruc¬ 
tions at www.outyouth.org/covidl9, or email 
kathryn.gonzales@outyouth.org for info). 

Gonzales acknowledges that plans might 
change as the org evaluates the situation 
every day, but the bottom line is this, she 
says: “The one thing that we are certain of 



is that we are not going to stop our work. We 
will find a way to do it remotely in a way that 
is safe for everyone.” Especially because, 
as Gonzales points out, LGBTQIA youth are 
“already marginalized, ostracized, isolated, 
in many ways,” and so a long-term closure 
would be a “severe detriment” to Out Youth’s 
clients. “Creating safe spaces for people 
to come together to talk about what they’re 
going through is still going to be a critical 
piece of what we do,” Gonzales emphasizes. 
“We might have to do it in ways that we’ve 
never done it before,” but, she adds, “we will 
not be sidelined by this.” 

“We are a resilient, rageful, creative, and 
commanding community.” I’ve been thinking 
about that line from my introductory column 
a lot lately. I forgot one word though: support¬ 
ive. The outpouring of support I’ve witnessed 
in the community these last few weeks has 
been incredible. Whether it’s folks livestream- 
ing their performances, orgs working hard to 
move their services online, leaving that older 
neighbor a note offering to grab groceries, or 
a DM checking in on someone, these acts 
have the ability to lift us out of a seriously 
dark place right now. 

Let’s keep focusing on that. Let’s keep 
checking in on each other. Let’s hold space 
for the fear, but keep our eyes on the future. 
Stay strong, y’all.

Lizzie Skurnick on 
the language used 
against women, and 
what women are doing 
to reclaim their power

It seems like there is a whole arsenal of 
words that attempt to undermine women 
- but what if some of those very words 
could liberate us? Writer and critic Lizzie 
Skurnick does a deep dive into this topic 
in her book, Pretty Bitches: On Being Called 
Crazy , Angry, Bossy , Frumpy, Feisty , and All 
the Other Words That Are Used to Undermine 
Women. In this anthology of essays written 
by women from different walks of life, each 
tackles a word, its meaning, and its impact 
on them. Skurnick told the Chronicle how 
the 2016 presidential election - and specif¬ 
ically the language directed at women over 
the course of the election - inspired her to 
write this book. 


“After Hillary lost the presidency, I started to 
think about all the words women had invented 
to describe our experiences: mansplaining, 
#MeToo, revenge porn, toxic masculinity, and 
others,” Skurnick explained. “But then I also 
started thinking about the seemingly neutral, 
everyday words women are called that can 
have huge influences on our lives, from ‘lucky’ 
to ‘pretty’ to ‘small.’ Once I began to ask 
writers to contribute and realized each woman 
had her word,’ I knew 
this was a larger story 
we all had to tell. I was 
amazed to find out the 
words women had - we 
have everything from 
outright insults to words 
you’re supposed to take 
as a compliment.” 

Skurnick said the 
women writers who con¬ 
tributed to the book chose words like “nurtur¬ 
ing,” “sweet,” “ambitious,” and “mature” that 
have been used against them, rather than 
writing about more transparently aggressive 
words like “bitch,” “slut,” or “cunt.” Out of 
all the essays featured in the book, Adaora 
Udoji’s “Too” struck Skurnick the most, so 
she used Udoji’s essay to launch the book.

“[Udoji’s essay] seemed to encapsulate 
the entire problem so much: ‘Too’ is barely a 
word on its own, and yet it has this outsized 
influence on major choices when we are 
called ‘too’ something ," Skurnick said. 

Selecting a wide range of women with 
a variety of backgrounds, identities, and 
experiences was also important for telling 
the stories in the book, because words 
across cultures have different meanings, 
Skurnick said. 

“For instance, in ‘Small,’ Beth Bich Minh 
Nguyen talks about how being called ‘small’ 
was another way for the predominantly white 
community she lived in to call her foreign, 
Vietnamese,” Skurnick said. “But she was 
also surprised when 
she went to college and 
so many women called 
her small as a compli¬ 
ment - being ‘small,’ 
there, was desirable.

“After I read each essay, I felt inspired and 
also relieved - with each word, it was like 
this burden I could put down,” Skurnick said. 
“It was so marvelous to join with all these 
women and get rid of a weight I didn’t even 
realize I was carrying. I hope [readers] can 
find their word, and then realize they can junk 
it, too.” ■

THE PERSISTENCE OF VISION PODCAST 
BOOKS YOOR LIFE DP RIGHT 


They’re telling you to stay the fuck home, 
citizen. “Binge some video,” they’re telling 
you. “Read some books, listen to podcasts,” 
they’re saying. 

Well, good for them, the ubiquitous them, 
telling you that: It’s the protocol that’s help¬ 
ing everyone make it through this turbulent 
time. And us, we’ve already addressed that 
first video thing elsewhere. And now we’ve 
got the second and third thing covered locally 
for you, too, right here: The Persistence of 
Vision podcast has been going for months 
and months already (since March of 2019, 
so, ah, happy anniversary !) to bring you rec¬ 
ommendations and exhortations and discus¬ 
sions of literature that’s popular and obscure 
and thoughtful and thrilling, and sometimes 
the conversations are about written works 


that embody all those adjectives at once. 
(That last one’s certainly true in the case of 
David Foster Wallace’s Infinite Jest, as hyped 
by Shannon McCormick on PoV, at the very 
least.) 

The Persistence of Vision podcast, hosted 
by those indefatigable Dionysium dudes L.B. 
Deyo and Lance “Fever” Myers, covers any¬ 
thing that’s between published covers, pretty 
much, and provides much food for thought and 
sufficient provocation for dissenting opinion. 

You could even get charged up with the 
idea of Vast Media Conspiracy here - not 
from the books covered on Persistence of 
Vision, but because two of the many guests 
thus far have been your reporter Wayne Alan 
Brenner (waxing rhapsodic about Charlie 
Huston’s The Mystic Arts of Erasing All Signs

of Death) and Austin Chronicle Arts Editor 
Robert Faires (holding joyously forth on 
Ray Bradbury’s Something Wicked This Way 
Comes). (Although, tbh, a couple of journos 
from an Austin alt-weekly fomenting pub¬ 


lished culture with a pair of creative profes¬ 
sionals who work a podcast in addition to 
their usual day jobs? That particular Media 
Conspiracy ... well, it isn’t quite so Vast as 
others, is it? Get real, citizen.) 

But the point being, if you’re stuck in 
splendid isolation and looking for some clever 
distraction right about now, this Persistence 
of Vision series will do you up right. There’s 
Owen Egerton on Kurt Vonnegut’s Breakfast 
of Champions, Web Jerome on George R.R. 
Martin’s A Song of Ice and Fire, Kelli Bland 
on Milan Kundera’s The Unbearable Lightness 
of Being, Neal Pollack on David Carr’s The 
Night of the Gun, and on and on, in lively pro¬ 
liferation throughout 31 episodes. 

And, seriously? We recommend all of ’em.

This review is a letter from the past, when 
it seemed like going to the theatre on open¬ 
ing night during a pandemic wasn’t a bad 
idea. It is entirely possible that by the time 
you are reading this, it will look like either 
colossal stupidity or sound, rational thinking. 
Right now, that’s anybody’s guess. 

On opening night of Sad Girls Productions’ 
So Lucky, Ground Floor Theatre cut house 
sizes in half and blocked off every other seat 
to provide social distancing. But they chose 
to move ahead with their show in uncertain 
times. So Lucky is a play about Pen (Sandy 
Lam, who also wrote, produced, and co-direct- 
ed the show), a young Asian American 
woman who wants to organize the first Lunar 
New Year celebration her town has seen. To 
do so, she’ll need to overcome community 
skepticism, apathy from her fellow Asian 
Americans, and lasting issues with her over¬ 
bearing and difficult mother, a first-generation 
immigrant from China by way of Vietnam. 

Lam and her large company (almost 20 
actors in the curtain call) have mounted an 
enormous effort. The company’s artistic inex¬ 
perience means the production lacks the pol¬ 
ish that most of Austin’s stalwart semi-pro 
companies can boast. The actors are still 
learning fundamentals like projection and 
physicality. The direction lacks focus, and the 
design made for drawn-out, arduous scene 
changes in the dark. 

One could go on, but that would just be 
raking a group of young, inexperienced artists 
over the coals. It’s worth pointing out the 


nuggets of potential in Lam’s story, the bits 
where the show’s potential rises to the sur¬ 
face. The legend behind the Lunar New Year 
serves as a lovely frame. An early scene 
shows thoughtful discussion of different sec¬ 
ond-generation experiences. There are bursts 
of acute and effective imagery, like when Pen 
recounts how her mother (Casie Luong) made 
her literally shrink into less space. 

The mother’s a tricky character. In one 
scene, Pen scolds two Asian American guys 
(David Woo and Marc Cornejo) for telling 
jokes about overbearing Asian moms who 
are always telling their kids to study, calling 
it problematic. Yet much of Pen’s struggles 
begin with her relationship with her overbear¬ 
ing Asian mom who always tells her to study. 
Other Asian American artists have remarked 
in recent years on their frustration with see¬ 
ing Asian parents always depicted as cultur¬ 
ally unaware, one-dimensional taskmasters. 
Even stories that have been told many times 
before can still hold value, but the mother 
character here doesn’t get enough of her 
own truth to exist far beyond the stereotype. 
She doesn’t even have a name. (Check out 
Fonda Lee’s The Green Bone Saga or Ali 
Wong’s comedy for some very different takes 
on Asian and Asian American families.) 
Without showing an earnest conflict of val¬ 
ues or transformation of character, their 
eventual reconciliation lacks weight. 

Taking a step back, it’s useful to see the 
production itself in the same way as we do 
Pen’s attempts to mount a Lunar New Year 
celebration. It’s an effort to honor a commu-

And, sometimes, 
watching a single-and-unmoving camera’s perspective of a dance 
concert, no matter how good the pieces are, it’s worth nobody’s 
while. But this presentation of Parade, with its live band and fierce 
performers right there in the room in front of you, moving to Hamrick’s 
nonpareil choreography? Its beauty may break your heart and make 
you want to stay in Austin forever. 

CLASSICAL 

PANCHO VILLA FROM A SAFE DISTANCE Funny title, that, in 
these odd times - which is our excuse for mentioning it now. But 
it’s the title of the most ass-kicking full-length opera ever to come 
out of Austin, a collaboration between composer Graham Reynolds 
and Largartijas Tiradas al Sol, a rip-snorting and (you might call it) 
post- classical rendition of the story of that illustrious general of the 
Mexican Revolution - with the Golden Arm Trio and Adrian Quesada 
and associates driving the music, Paul Sanchez and Liz Cass voicing 
the lyrics of Carrie Fountain, and the Rude Mechs’ Shawn Sides 
directing the whole glorious shebang. If you didn’t know about this 
masterpiece before, well, you do now, citizen. And you can hear sam¬ 
ples of it online - and then do yourself the favor of buying the album

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Fact: Talents like Jo Carol Pierce don’t come around as 
often as they should. With gritty, irreverent songwriting and 
a big-as-Texas personality - all delivered with her trademark 
Lubbock drawl - the musician/playwright effortlessly stole 
Austinites’ hearts in the late Eighties. Though she’s now 
effectively retired from performing, it’s impossible not to 
see the social worker-turned-music star’s crassly affable, 
“take me as I am” ideology embodied - either in spirit or 
directly - by contemporary local musicians like Jaimee 
Harris or Whitney Rose, as well as in such new works as 
comedian Laura de la Fuente’s landmark queer-country cab¬ 
aret, Liz Behan: One Woman at Dusk. 

Pierce was once dubbed the “most underrated Texas art¬ 
ist of her generation,” and her body of work is best encap¬ 
sulated by her semiautobiographical one-woman show 
(later turned album) Bad Girls Upset by 
the Truth. A frank, endearing meditation 
on youth, sex, marriage, and religion, the 
script presents a wealth of material for 
any performer brave enough to fill 
Pierce’s boots - a fact that actor Lauren 
Meckel and director Marea Colombo no doubt considered 
when they teamed up to stage a Bad Girls revival. Earlier 
this month, following runs at both the Dunedin and 
Edinburgh Fringe festivals, Meckel and Colombo brought 
the work back to its Texas roots for three planned Austin 
performances - the first at Hyde Park Theatre - with Jo 
Carol herself in attendance. 

A likable and energetic performer, Meckel lays out an 
enthusiastic homage to a Lone Star legend but also strug¬ 
gles to familiarize audiences with the character of Jo, who’s 
supposedly lived through and is impacted by the outra¬ 
geous stories shared onstage. As a script, Bad Girls is ver¬ 
bose as all get out - it takes its time painting a portrait of 
an individual deeply in touch with herself, even when that 
self-awareness is contradicted by Jo’s own actions. Rather 
than take time with such emotionally complex dialogue, 


Meckel seemed to let the script’s inherent humor carry her 
through the lion’s share of this performance. As a result, 
this revival often came across as meticulously rehearsed 
with little breathing room. 

What’s more, although Meckel switched between physi- 
calities and facial expressions well, distinct characters like 
the outlandish Virgin Mary and the perplexed, end-of-her- 
rope Jo shared the same energy, while male characters 
often felt more or less reduced to the same humorous 
“dumb guy” voice. 

Fittingly, where Meckel most came into her own was in 
the show’s numerous musical segments. Her honest croon¬ 
ing and stage presence elevated numbers like the opener, 

"You Bother Me,” and the crass showstopper “Does God 
Have Us by the Twat or What?” creating a comfortable, 

house concert atmosphere that one 
wished was carried through the rest of 
the show. 

To their credit, Colombo and 
Meckel’s partnership proved effective 
in how purposefully and seamlessly 
Meckel moved from one dramatic beat to the next. Even if 
this revival glossed over some of the script’s more humor¬ 
ous moments, this Bad Girls was still a clean, entertainingly 
paced hour. 

Though in the end I didn’t feel as if I really spent an eve¬ 
ning with the outrageous personality found in Pierce’s writ¬ 
ing, Meckel clearly performed with a great deal of respect 
for the original artist and, in that regard, did a solid job of 
communicating what makes Bad Girls such a timeless work. % 
Ultimately, in an arts scene ripe with fresh and engaging S 
solo works - a scene that Jo Carol herself arguably helped g 
define - this revival of Bad Girls comfortably defined itself < 
as a loving tribute to an artistic triumph, without ever really g

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How the hell can a live, improvised com¬ 
edy show be done virtually - with each of a 
troupe’s four members streaming from their 
own separate abode - and still have that, you 
know, improv comedy feel? 

Austin improv troupe Parallelogramo- 
phonograph knows the answer. Because they 
- Valerie Ward, Kaci Beeler, Kareem Badr, 
and Roy Janik (PGraph for short, please) - 
they just did it for the first time. 

Correction: They just did it successfully, 
entertainingly, for the first time. 

“We spent the first five to 10 minutes just 
getting comfortable,” says Beeler, “and then 
it really took off. A few friends messaged us 
after the fact to let us know how surprisingly 
well the show worked and how they loved us 
getting some things wrong - like switching 
the camera view or messing with the sound. 
We’re lucky in that we have our 15 years of 
chemistry and experimentation on our side. 
From the early days of performing in bars and 
getting heckled, all the way to performing for 
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people in Europe who don’t speak English as 
a first language, this virtual show is just 
another challenge to play with.” 

Note: They’re doing it again! More virtual 
PGraph shows, of different formats, on a reg¬ 
ular schedule. Coming up, as of press time: 
Thu., March 19, 7:30pm; Sat., March 21, 3 
& 7:30pm. Check the Hideout Theatre web¬ 
site for more. 

Note: This is all because of the ongoing 
coronavirus situation - yes, let’s mention 
that for context’s sake. But never mind the 
damned pathogen, let’s hear more about 
what PGraph did to make their internetted 
performances work so well. 

“Our first show was definitely us figuring 
out the medium,” says Beeler. “Most of our 
prep time was spent trying to troubleshoot 
internet connections and upload/download 
speeds and interface issues, not rehearsing 
how we would use it. We ended up discover¬ 
ing that using a Zoom premium account to 
stream through Twitch was the best solution 
for all of us being seen and heard clearly - 
which is essential for anyone who wants to 
stream their shit. A wonderful side effect is 
that when you use Twitch there’s an active 
comment thread on a sidebar where people 
can make suggestions, talk to each other, 
and even type “hahahaha” or leave laughing 
emojis. Which, when you’re performing into a 
void, that’s very helpful to see!” 

Sounds like the troupe took to this like, 
ah, ducks to water? Like ... tarantulas on a 
hovercraft? 

“Well, this isn’t our first time doing a 
video-medium show,” notes Beeler. “We used 
to guest on an Austin Cable Access show 
called Sacre Bleu! years and years ago, and 
because of our experience doing that, we 
knew we needed to use real props - no mim¬ 
ing stuff like we do onstage - and put a bit 
of production value into it, to both better con¬ 
nect to the medium and our audience. So we 
wore outfits that worked with the themes and 
made sure to have props nearby that could 
come in handy. 

“For our Corporate Leader Heads show, 
we made charts and graphs on the fly and

held them up to the screen. Our second 
show, we were all distinguished vampires in 
fancy clothes with pale faces. Kareem was 
lit entirely by candlelight and we all had the 
same idea to sip a glass of red liquid during 
the performance. Roy used this dumb Zoom 
background option to put the aurora borealis 
behind his character the whole time. That 
kind of stuff amuses us, so we figure it 
would amuse others. That’s usually true of 
what we do: If we think it’s fun or interesting, 
we can trust that others will find it fun and 
interesting, too. Trust is paramount to cre¬ 
ativity and so is a willingness to fail. Those 
tenets are number one in improvised work, 
so perhaps we have an unintended leg up in 
jumping into a new medium with little prep.” 

“We’ll be continuing to have PGraph do vir¬ 
tual shows,” says Badr. “We’ll be broadcast¬ 
ing something every night, either a live show 
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or a rebroadcast of an archived show filmed 
in our upstairs theatre. We’ll be doing live 
virtual shows of different formats - one we 
thought of was doing video of ‘radio broad¬ 
casts,’ so we can still do genre and narrative 

- which is what the Hideout does best - and, 
when it’s safe to do so, we’ll have small 
casts convene in the theatre to do live shows 
to an empty theatre that are streamed to the 
internet.” 

And they’ve been working all this stuff out, 
mind you, while venue manager Badr takes 
care of switching the troupe’s Downtown home 

- the popular Congress Avenue cafe called 

the Hideout - from dine-in to pick-up service 
so locals can still get their coffee and pastry 
and sandwich fixes taken care of. Note: As of 
press time, they’re good to go. “We’re also 
actively prepping our class curricula to sup¬ 
port virtual classes,” says Badr. He smiles a 
determined smile. “Basically, we’re getting 
scrappy as fuck.” - Wayne Alan Brenner

DAY TRIPS

Kayaking the Rio Grande in Big Bend takes voyagers beyond 
the boundaries of everyday life. Outfitters along the river offer a 
menu of water recreation options for a few hours or a few days. 

Although only portions of the river in Big Bend are protected under 
the National Wild and Scenic Rivers Act of 1968, all of the Rio 
Grande from Presidio to the Terrell County line benefits from the 
federal protection. Surrounded by desert landscape, no matter what 
portion of the river you float, the sheer canyon walls, thick river foli¬ 
age, and big sky surround you and set you free in the river’s current. 

Our group of paddlers of all ages climbed aboard buses at the Far 
Flung Outdoor Center in Study Butte at 8am for the short drive to 
the river. The float trip included lunch on a sandbar and 2.5 hours of 
light paddling and rugged scenery. 

The Rio Grande from the Colorado Canyon Access Point off FM 
170 was running shallow and coffee-with-cream-colored. For most 
of the morning, the Mexican side of the river was bordered by steep 
walls of natural masonry towering 30 to 300 feet above us. At one 
point, our guide pointed out high-water marks on the rock wall, 10 
feet above the river, that not long ago was the normal water level. 

The Rio Grande used to run much higher and clearer, but it’s still an 
adventure. 



There are half a dozen outfitters on the Rio Grande in Big Bend 
National Park. From mid-May to early September, most of the long 
trips are limited because of the heat. Short trips in the morning hap¬ 
pen year-round.

We are the faces smiling back at you from 
behind the bar. The bar we wish was suffi¬ 
cient for the CDC-recommended six feet of 
social distance. Our hearts were made heavy 
by an order for “a Corona, hold the virus.” We 
cried with everyone torn apart by the social 
obligation to flatten the curve, while still 
maintaining our will to survive on wages 
afforded to us only by 
our establishment’s 
patronage. We are the 
orchestrators of com¬ 
munity and experience 
at your favorite spaces 
for social gathering. 

We are hospitality pro¬ 
fessionals, and, in this 
COVID-19 world, our 
hearts are breaking. 

Across the globe, 
bartenders, chefs, 
managers, dishwash¬ 
ers, service assistants, 
hosts, and servers are 
petrified, scrambling to 
arrange for supplemen¬ 
tal income as govern¬ 
ments and responsible 
business owners make 
the impossible deci¬ 
sion to close the 
doors. A decision 
forced upon restau¬ 
rants and bars in an 
effort to slow the 
spread of a virus our 
infrastructure is under¬ 
prepared to support. 

The devolution in 
Austin was rapid. Less 
than two weeks ago, 
we braced for the influx of guests from all 
over the world to enjoy SXSW, our city’s larg¬ 
est source of income for industry profession¬ 
als. In the days following the festival’s can¬ 
cellation, a fog of sanitizers and disinfectants 
descended upon us as we made liberal use 
in an attempt to lessen the risks associated 
with being in a public space. We considered 
every detail, from disinfecting common sur¬ 
faces every 15 minutes to providing single 
use pens with your bill. It became quickly 


apparent that there was no limit to the pre¬ 
cautions we’d need to take to protect our 
community from the spread of the virus. 

A mere 10 days following cancellation of 
SXSW, Suerte, the East Austin restaurant I 
proudly lead with a team of incredible 
humans, joined dozens of other Austin indus¬ 
try leaders in closing our doors to the public 
in an effort to protect 
it. The outpouring of 
emotion was enormous 
and immediate. Our 
team expressed grati¬ 
tude for the steps 
management took to 
not only protect them 
but also to find ways to 
care for us all in the 
long run. We cried with 
them as they 
expressed their fears 
and divulged their 
plans to donate plas¬ 
ma or list their clean¬ 
ing services on 
Craigslist in an attempt 
to get by. We continue 
to lose sleep over an 
inability to answer their 
questions about when 
we will be back.

Effective March 17, bars and restaurant dining rooms have been ordered to shutter 
to slow the spread of COVID-19 through at least May 1. But that doesn’t mean restau¬ 
rants have full-stop closed. While many establishments have opted to temporarily shut 
down until this passes - and have had to make the devastating decision to lay off staff 
in the interim - many other operations have shifted their focus to what is still allowed:

ON BON APPETIT’S 
MOVE TO YOUTUBE... 

AND CELEBRITY STATUS 

Austin Chronicle: How has the move to 
video affected your careers, and do you miss 
the magazine-only days? Does the extra 
exposure (and lessened anonymity) have 
any drawbacks? 

Claire Saffitz: I miss the magazine-only 
days of BA just because it was a time of so 
much learning and growth for me - I have 
been working at Bon Appetit since 2013, 
and it was my first media job. In my early 
days it was so exciting to learn from all the 
talented, smart, and funny editors around 
me - and I had a lot to learn! I am grateful 
that over the course of many years, it’s still 
my job to learn and experiment. Certainly, 
with the popularity of the videos, my day- 
to-day looks different now and I am no 
longer developing recipes full time in the 
kitchen. But I love the crew who works on 
Gourmet Makes and I have grown comfort¬ 
able with my time in front of the camera. 
The exposure has given me the gift of more 
opportunities, and with more opportunities 
come more demands on my time, so that 
is a struggle. But I am overwhelmingly 


grateful for all that I have gained through 
the videos. 

Alex Delany: It’s strange that people recog¬ 
nize me for video stuff. In reality, that’s only 
like 10% of my job. I’m mostly writing and 
editing for the magazine and the site. And 
the whole fan thing is flattering but defi¬ 
nitely bizarre. Especially at the spots where 
I’m a regular and eat/drink frequently. It’s 
made my experiences there ... well, let’s say 
... different. The video success in general 
doesn’t make things better or worse. It’s 
just a different thing, another part of the 
brand and the job. 

Molly Baz: I am so grateful for the platform 
that I have. My number one prerogative is 
to teach people how to cook, and YouTube 
has made that really easy for us. It’s incred¬ 
ible to see the reach of our videos and be 
able to track our readers/viewers all the way 


into their kitchens. Whenever we launch a 
new recipe video on YouTube, we start get¬ 
ting tagged on Instagram by people who are 
cooking that same recipe within minutes. 
It’s totally full circle and totally incredible 
to witness. And of course, the move to video 
has come with a sort of BA Test Kitchen 
fandom that follows us out into our per¬ 
sonal lives. That’s been a very interesting 
element of this whole thing, and something 
that has taken a little getting used to. It’s 
still weird to be approached on the street 
by strangers who profess their love for your 
recipes and videos!! It will never not amaze 
me. For the most part it is totally flattering, 
and I welcome the love. Occasionally, I’ll 
get approached at an inopportune time 
(read: on the street, in my sloppiest ever 
ragtag sweats, 10 minutes after waking up, 
trying to get [my dog] Tuna to poo), but in 


the grand scheme of things, even that isn’t 
so bad. 

Brad Leone: It’s been great. I have nothing 
negative to say ... it sure as hell beats a lot 
of the jobs I’ve had in the past. 

Carla Lalli Music: The only downside to 
being recognized these days is that some¬ 
times people will try to talk to me while 
I’m half naked in the gym locker room. 
Other than that, I love how much feedback 
I get from doing videos, which complete¬ 
ly eclipses the attention I ever get from 
anything I write or contribute to BA. It’s 
definitely validating to know that people 
make the foods we demo, but I’ve also had 
viewers tell me that the videos have gotten 
them through hard patches in their person¬ 
al lives, which is the most meaningful part 
of all this. Sometimes I look back on the 
magazine-only days and try to figure out 
what we were all so stressed out about all 
the time! We had one-third of the workload 
that we have now. 

Chris Morocco: Nobody expected our test 
kitchen to become a video studio five days 
a week. It has brought incredible oppor¬ 
tunities, but challenges, too. Bon Appetit 
used to be synonymous with a magazine, 
but these days it is our websites, videos, 
podcast, events ... I think our brand would 
suffer if we weren’t continually investing 
in creating awesome content across all our 
platforms. The upshot of our success in 
video is that we constantly need to be mak¬ 
ing more and more of them! It is safe to say 
we will be spending more and more time 
growing our video presence as a brand, and 
we are going to have to figure out as indi¬ 
viduals and as a staff how we are going to 
accommodate that. 

Christina Chaey: One thing I’ve always 
loved about working at BA is that everyone 
here is supportive of good ideas and new 
projects. If you can make the case for why 
you should be pursuing something and 
make the time for it, people here want to see 
you succeed. The only drawback of extra 
exposure that I can think of so far is that 
there are fewer moments in my life where I 
feel I can leave the house in pajamas. 

AC: Do you consider yourself a celebrity? 
Brad: No. 

Chris: Having young kids who barely eat 
any of the food I make keeps me very 
humble. I actually am a pretty shy person 
but the joy I feel when I hear how much 
people appreciate our work, whether they 
watch for entertainment or to become bet¬ 
ter cooks, is huge. It outweighs my disincli¬ 
nation for being in the spotlight. 

Rick: I think the most incredibly powerful 
part of my life right now is being able to 
be me without any hesitation or fear and 
knowing that a lot of Mexicans, Latinas/ 
os, and LBGTQ [folks] find strength in my 
presence in food media.

One of the 
wonderful benefits of the success of BA vid¬ 
eos has been to engage with our audience 
more, something I hardly got to do when 
only working on the magazine. 

Alex: A pitcher of Lone Star at Deep Eddy’s 
Cabaret. And everything else, of course. 
Carla: Being on stage with the close friends 
that I work with. It’s insane to think that 
our cooking videos have gotten us here. 
Christina: Staying at the Carpenter Hotel, 
which was dreamt up by a group of peo¬ 
ple including my old co-worker Andrew 
Knowlton [a former BA editor]. And eating 
everything I can possibly cram into less 
than 48 hours in Austin, of course. It’s been 
seven years since I’ve visited the city. 

AC: For those who have been to Austin: 
What’s your favorite restaurant/bar? 

Brad: That’s a dangerous question. I’d like 
to speak to my lawyer.

AC: When you think of Texas food, most 
people think barbecue and tacos, but we’ve 
got a whole lot more going on here. What do 
you picture? 

Claire: I don’t know much about the Austin 
scene, but I know enough to recognize that 
it’s vibrant and diverse! 

Brad: Great sushi (looking at you, Yoshi 
[Okai of Otoko]!) and ramen, it’s really a big 
mix and I love it. 

AC: What’s your ultimate taco, from filling 
to tortilla-type to best time of day to eat 
said taco? 

Brad: Whatever Fermin gives me! 

Carla: Right this minute, I’m craving a migas 
breakfast taco in a flour tortilla, but late- 
night I want al pastor in a fresh corn tortilla. 
Rick: I have recently been on a chicharron 
binge, haha. Chicharrones en salsa verde, 
uff! Corn tortillas, hecho a mano. Anytime 
is the right time for that taco! 

AC: Go-to pizza toppings? And style (deep 
dish, Neapolitan, etc.)? Any Austin pizza 
joints you’re dying to try? 

Claire: It’s very hard to beat a classic N.Y. 
cheese slice gussied up with garlic, parm, 
and red pepper flakes. I love the pizza at 
Scarr’s in New York. I also thoroughly enjoy 
a Sicilian-style tomato pie. I haven’t had 
much time to plan my eating itinerary in 
Austin, and may not get much of a chance. 
Any recommendations? 

Alex: New York-style. All day. Every day. I 
like a mushroom slice with white onions or 
a classic pepperoni. As far as Austin pizza 
goes, I don’t have anything on the list for 
this trip. I eat too much pizza in New York 
and Philly to come to Austin and eat more. 
Brad: V2 mushroom, V2 black olive. I love a 
good Sicilian. 
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Carla: I love black olives (the canned ones, 
thanks, not some fancy oil-cured business!) 
on a standard New York-style slice. I also 
love pepperoni, but I never combine the 
two. Gotta have garlic powder and crushed 
red chili flakes on the side. There’s pizza 
in Austin??? Frankly, I’m more interested 
in Tex-Mex! 

Chris: Garlic. Anchovies. Calabrian chiles. 
Mortadella. Maitake mushrooms. Just not 
all together! 

Rick: I am an Austin boy and there is a 
Conan’s Pizza on Stassney and Manchaca 
across the street from my old high school, 
Crockett. I was there almost every day for 
a deep dish slice and a Coke. My fave is the 
deep dish Savage with extra jalapenos with 
a whole-wheat crust. 

Christina: The plethora of pizza options 
in New York makes it very easy to become 
a slice snob, but I truly love all my pizza 
children. Puffy Neapolitan pies, lacy-edged 
Detroit pies, so-bad-they’re-good late-night 
slice joints - I love them all. I will say if I’m 
going out for pizza in New York, you’ll find 
me at the bar at Scarr’s. 

AC: You’ve already tried most of the most 
famous tacos in Austin. [See the “ 26 Austin 
Breakfast Tacos in 10 Hours” episode of 
Alex Eats It All.] But are there any that you 
missed or have heard about since the mak¬ 
ing of that video that you plan to try? 

Alex: Nixta Taqueria is definitely on my 
list. All my Austin friends refuse to shut up 
about it. But to be quite honest, the spicy 
migas tacos at Tamale House East have 
been weighing heavily on my mind since 
the last time I was in Austin. I’m gonna 
need a couple of those. 

AC: Here in the Tex-Mex mecca, we’re 
always fascinated by the national obsession 
with Taco Bell - is the Crunchwrap Supreme 
a possibility for the show? Any sneak peeks 
into what you’re going to Gourmet -ify next? 
Claire: Lately on Gourmet Makes we have 
slightly expanded the realm of subjects 
beyond classic candy and snack foods (epi¬ 
sodes like [the one on] Ben & Jerry’s ice 
cream come to mind).

ON CHILDHOOD MEALS, WEED, 
UPCOMING COOKBOOKS... 

AND PEANUT BUTTER 

AC: Most nostalgic childhood meal (Anton 
Ego in Ratatouill e-style)? 

Claire: Linguini and clams made by my 
dad. 

Alex: Pasta with red sauce, Italian sausage, 
and meatballs. Simple Italian chopped 
salad. Garlic bread, fresh mozzarella, and 
roasted peppers. I will go on record saying 
there is no better meal. 

Brad: Frog legs, jambalaya, and Mom’s 
Sunday gravy. 

Chris: My dad’s ragu al[la] Bolognese, 
adapted from Marcella Hazan. He would 
start making it early on Sunday afternoons 
and by late in the day, the smell would have 
wafted up to my room three floors away. 
Hits me like a lighting bolt every time. 
Rick: My parents’ breakfast tacos. My 
mom’s homemade flour tortillas and cho- 
rizo and my dad’s refried beans. 

Christina: Galbi jjim, or Korean soy- 
braised short ribs with too-soft vegetables. 
My grandma still makes these for me once 
a year on my birthday. 

AC: What sets each of your stations apart in 
the test kitchen (how do you know whose is 
whose)? Any favorite oddball utensils/tools? 
Molly: We refer to my station as “Party 
Staysh” aka the fun one. It’s the first sta¬ 
tion you encounter when you enter the Test 
Kitchen, which means it’s the first place 
people stop to hang out. I’m a very social 
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person, so I am very happy to have my 
friends (I guess technically they’re co-work¬ 
ers) come post up, eat lunch, and chit chat 
with me. These days you’re likely to find 
Rapo [Editor-in-Chief Adam Rapoport] at 
the Party Staysh around 1pm, zhoozh-ing 
up his lunch and sitting down for a chat. 
Brad: I don’t have a kitchen station any¬ 
more ... just a counter where I keep my 
science experiments. I love an eye loupe. 
Chris: Andy’s is the one with 3 mortars 
and pestles on it. Sohla’s is the clean one 
with everything at perfect 90 degree angles. 
Mine looks more like an office desk most 
days, with papers and notes all over it. 
Molly’s looks like a smoothie stand ... 

AC: What single ingredient leveled up your 
cooking? 

Claire: For baking, using high-quality vanil¬ 
la beans makes every recipe taste amazing. 
For cooking, using fancy olive oil, fancy 
dried pasta, and fancy canned tomatoes 
makes a huge difference. 

Molly: Gosh that’s a hard one. I think I go 
through phases with ingredients. A few 
years ago I was obsessed with harissa, but 
now my palate has kind of tired of it. I use 
a lot of different chili oils, hot sauces, chili 
crisps, etc. 

Brad: Not so much a single ingredient 
but more getting the best of everything 
you can. 

Carla: I regret how many years I wasted not 
putting MSG into things. 

Chris: Miso. I honestly have a hard time 
NOT using it. Even a small, barely per¬ 
ceptible amount creates such incredible 
depth of flavor. I just put it 
in the squash au vin recipe 
in the March issue, I put it in 
a vegan creamy mushroom 
soup that is forthcoming on 
Healthyish ... I have put it in 
cookies ... cake. 

AC: Most overrated food 
trends? 

Molly: Healthy snacks. I feel 
like we’ve gone too far in that 
department. And at the end of the day, is a 
chickpea flour crisp any healthier for you 
than a tortilla chip? It’s all optics, and no 
one’s fooling me. 

Carla: Cupcakes. Even the best cupcake in 
the world is just - fine. 

AC: Anyone have any upcoming plans on 
cooking with cannabis videos? 

Brad: I don’t really love cooking with it, but 
I love cooking on it. 

Carla: Well, recreational marijuana is still 
illegal in N.Y., and security at World Trade 
Center is about as tight as it gets, so I don’t 
see this happening in the test kitchen any 
time soon! 

AC: For some, cooking all day professional¬ 
ly translates into a lot of take-out at home. 


Anybody feel this way, or do you still love 
cooking meals at home during the work¬ 
week? And please tell us all about your 
upcoming cookbooks. 

Claire: I am making a conscious effort 
to order in less at home (although my 
boyfriend and I make an occasional excep¬ 
tion and order from an extremely delicious 
Vietnamese restaurant in our neighbor¬ 
hood). My boyfriend is a chef and cooks 
more than I do at home. We eat a lot of sea¬ 
sonal vegetables, fish, and pasta. I haven’t 
cooked much in the last year because I have 
spent so much time developing recipes for 
my upcoming baking cookbook [ Dessert 
Person: Recipes and Guidance for Baking 
With Confidence ], which comes out in the 
fall [October 2020 via Random House]. Now 
that the cookbook project is wrapping up, 
I can’t wait to cook more for pleasure 
at home. 

Christina: I order takeout a handful of 
times a year, and only when I really need it, 
like in the middle of a nonstop workweek 
or after a long night out. But most days 
I’m making breakfast, lunch, and dinner 
for myself. My desires and whims for what 
I want to eat change so frequently that it’s 
nice to be able to make myself exactly what 
I want, when I want. 

Molly: It’s a cookbook that is very geared 
toward motivating people my age (dare we 
say, millennials?!) to get in the kitchen and 
start cooking. It’s a very technique-driven 
fundamentals cookbook that offers ama¬ 
teur, eager home cooks an education in the 
how’s and why’s of cooking. My hope is to 
create a book that is so fun to cook from 
that you don’t even realize 
you’re learning! There will 
be 100 recipes and lots of 
additional supporting text to 
help flesh out the learning 
experience. The book will 
publish in March of 2021 
[Clarkson Potter]. 

AC: Is food media too crowd¬ 
ed - or is it more a lack of 
diversity (we love that BA 
showcases so many different humans!)? 
Molly: I’m a “more is more” kind of gal! I’m 
not a competitive person when it comes to 
sharing the food media space, and frankly, 
I feel so blessed to be in the company of 
so many legends both at BA and beyond. 
I’m only competitive when it comes to 
cream-whipping contests or other Test 
Kitchen shenanigans. You know, the things 
that actually matter. 

AC: What’s next for Tuna’s career? 

Molly: Tuna is well on her way toward a 
rich modeling career. Her growth is slightly 
stunted by the fact that we refuse to give 
her her own IG account (too much social 
media isn’t good for her ego). But I think 
she’ll still be a star.

AC: Not only is Gourmet Makes a blast to 
watch, it seems to be highlighting the chem¬ 
ical shitstorm that many modern packaged 
foods include in the ingredient list. Are there 
any ingredients that still shock you? 

Claire: The show has definitely sensitized 
me to some of the more unsavory ingredi¬ 
ents in common snack and convenience 
foods, especially the preservative TBHQ 
and mechanically separated meat. I wasn’t 
eating too many of these foods before, but 
now I am more conscious about avoiding 
lots of additives. 

AC: Could you expound upon your hatred 
for peanut butter a little bit more? 

Chris: Peanuts are OK. Turn them into a 
paste and they become a cloying, pasty 
mass of monolithic unbalanced flavor. I 
don’t mind peanut butter when it is bal¬ 
anced by salt, sweet, and heat, but on its 
own? The WORST. 

AC: And how many spoons is the perfect 
amount to have? 

Chris: Why, how many do you have? I’ll 
always take more. 

AC: When did you find out you were a 
supertaster, and how? 

Chris: “Supertaster” is a weird word. I think 
people who are actual supertasters can be 
put off by a lot of foods with pronounced 
sour or bitter flavors. I am not really sen¬ 
sitive to foods in that way, but I have been 
cooking and tasting food for long enough 
to have a pretty good set of taste-memories 
to rely on, as well as a deep enough knowl¬ 
edge of cooking techniques to know how to 
achieve certain flavors. I see myself more as 
a food detective, but supertaster is of course 
what stuck. ■

The Texas Film Awards party has become 
the unofficial warm-up for SXSW, but this 
year, the March 12 gathering at Austin 
Studios became a moment of warm bond¬ 
ing for the state’s cinema scene. 

The night was both a celebration of 
Texas film icons and a way to help ensure 
the next generation of creatives get their 
chance. Local filmmaker Jeff Nichols ( Take 
Shelter, Midnight Special), director Annie 
Silverstein (the upcoming Bull), and produc¬ 
er Monique Walton all took turns on the 
mic to explain the importance of the Austin 
Film Society, and especially of the Texas 
Film Awards as a major fundraiser for the 
AFS Grants. With fears about the economic 
impact of COVID-19 on the filmmaking 
scene, the understanding in the room was 
that this was a more vital fundraising 
moment than ever. 


But that didn’t get in the way of the celebra¬ 
tion, even if most guests of honor had to stay 
home. Rising Star recipient Kaitlyn Dever 
(Unbelievable) sent a tearful video message, 
made even more emotional by being preceded 
by taped messages from her Booksmart 
co-star Beanie Feldstein and director Olivia 
Wilde. The Shining (and so much more) star 
Shelley Duvall also sent a recorded accep¬ 
tance speech, as did her longtime collaborator 
Michael Murphy, who promised to come to 
Austin as soon as possible when he accepted 
the Star of Texas award on behalf of Robert 
Altman’s Houston-set oddity Brewster McCloud. 

But the ceremony left the best for last as Erykah 
Badu took to the stage in a Gucci-influenced 
bodysuit, hip-bumped with emcee Parker Posey, 
riffed off the house band (led by Black Pumas 
co-founder Adrian Quesada), and stole the 
show in picking up the Soundtrack Award.

SLEEPING WITH OTHER 
PEOPLE (2015) 

Trainwreck grabbed all the headlines in 2015, but I 
prefer Leslye Headland’s frisky and frank rom-com from 
the same year, which keeps its should-be lovers (Alison 
Brie and Jason Sudeikis) apart by making them 
recovering sex addicts struggling to stay just friends. 
Headland previously blasted rom-com normcore with 
her blistering, coke-fueled Bachelorette ... (Streaming 
on Netflix) 

ABOUT LAST NIGHT (2014) 

... and Headland also supplied the script for this amiable 
update of 1986’s About Last Night, itself adapted from 
David Mamet’s 1974 play Sexual Perversity in Chicago. 
There's a sincere, slightly gooey love-story center 
framed between Joy Bryant and Michael Ealy, but the 
real draw here is the high-energy, romping chemistry 
between Kevin Hart and Regina Hall as the leads’ best 
friends who also are hooking up. 

MAGGIE’S PLAN (2015) 

As a writer/director, Rebecca Miller already had four 
films under her belt before Maggie’s Plan, but none of 
them hinted at the comic heights of this zesty romantic 
roundelay starring Greta Gerwig - beautifully off-brand 
as a straight woman - who falls into a love triangle with 
Ethan Hawke and Julianne Moore. Quadrangle if you 
count Julianne Moore’s throat-clearing Germanic (... I 
think?) accent. (Streaming on Tubi) 

TAKE CARE (2014) 

Proof that streaming services’ “You might also like...” 
algorithms aren’t always crackers, this slow-starter 
charmer from writer/director Liz Tuccillo (a Sex and the 
City vet and co-author of self-improvement book He’s 
Just Not That Into You ) is about a bitter-but-for-a- 
good-reason woman (Leslie Bibb) who reluctantly 
enlists the help of an ex (The Newsroom’s Thomas 
Sadoski) after she breaks both her legs and is confined 
to her Manhattan apartment. (Streaming on Amazon 
Prime Video) 

BAND AID (2017) 

Triple threat Zoe Lister-Jones already has something of 
a beat - the breakup comedy, which she previously 
explored as a writer/producer/actress in Breaking 
Upwards and Lola Versus. She hit the quadruple axel in 
2017 with her directorial debut Band Aid, a funny-sad 
portrait of a married couple pulled back from the brink 
of divorce when they start a band to exorcise their 
marital nits. (Streaming on Netflix) 



A CELESTE & JESSE FOREVER 
( 2012 ) 

Another breakup comedy, this one stings even more 
because it felt like the beginning of something for star 
and co-writer Rashida Jones - a sizzle reel/case- 
closed argument for why she should star in all of the 
things and not the one-off this turned out to be. 
(Jones, a beautiful tropical fish, has mostly done TV, 
including a run as Ann Perkins on Parks & Recreation 
and another in Kenya Barris’ upcoming Netflix show 
tfblackexcellence.) She and co-star Andy Samberg are 
terrific together and apart, as best friends trying to 
stay that way even as they divorce. (Streaming on 
Crackle and Tubi) 

WARM BODIES (2013) 

Romeo & Juliet gets revived as a zombie rom-com 
when Nicholas Hoult’s emo zombie meets, woos, and 
resists eating the brains of still-very-much-alive Teresa 
Palmer. The action swallows up the third act, but this is 
surprisingly sweet stuff for such a goofy premise. Same 
goes for director Jonathan Levine’s latest effort (and 
last year’s best rom-com), Long Shot, which flopped in 
theatres but has been growing a cult following ever 
since and also belongs on this list. 

ABOUT TIME (2013) 

If you are feeling low and need something gentle, 
something that will remind you of what kindnesses 
humans are capable of doing for each other (and with 
very little effort!), then Richard Curtis’ About Time is the 
movie you want. It’s got a high concept - Domhnall 
Gleeson inherits a genetic ability to time travel from his 
father, Bill Nighy, a gift he mostly uses to improve on 
failed attempts to woo Rachel McAdams - but its effect is 
more modest, and all the better for it. I’ve seen this movie 
at least five times, and every time I cry buckets of tears - 
the good and cathartic kind. (Streaming on Netflix)

The Lights Are Dimmed But Not Out

Which cinemas are still open? 

Blue Starlite Mini Urban Drive-In: It seems that the city ban 
on large gatherings isn’t affecting drive-ins, so both the Austin 
Mueller (2103 E. M. Franklin) and Round Rock (3300 E. Palm 
Valley) locations are still open. Owner and founder Josh Frank 
explained via email that he contacted the city and is waiting to 
see if the restrictions hitting enclosed theatres affect him. As 
drive-ins are more like to-go orders at a restaurant than sit-in, 
he is continuing with his programming. Attendees will no longer 
have to hand over their phone to show their eticket, instead 
simply showing the screen at the gate.

BLOW THE MAN DOWN 

D: Danielle Krudy, Bridget Savage Cole; with Morgan 
Saylor, Sophie Lowe, Margo Martindale, June Squibb, Will 
Brittain. (R, 91 min.) 

Rural horrors depend on the idea that you’re 
going where no one else goes. But fishing town 
films are a different deal. Everyone goes to the 
docks. Some come back, some go to sea and 
are never seen again, some drift back after 
years away. 

That’s life in Easter Cove, the setting of new 
Amazon Prime dark drama Blow the Man Down, 
and the Connolly sisters are in a pickle there. 
Mary Beth (Saylor) is the kind of woman that the 
local old scolds would call headstrong, and she’s 
been sitting on her hands for a year, postponing 
college and her future while her mother wastes 
away and dies. Her sister, Priscilla ( The Returned’s 
Lowe), was there too and has watched her own 
dreams - whatever they once were - disappear 
like sandwiches at a wake. Their identities are 
baked into their responses to the funeral: Mary 
Beth gets hammered and high with a local wast¬ 
rel, while Priscilla stays home to gut and fry a fish 
in isolation. But a sudden struggle and a solid 
blow with a misplaced brick suddenly brings them 
together in a way that only sisters can bond. 

Their crime in the night tilts the story into 
Fargo territory, and flips further when they dis¬ 
cover that theirs is not the only secret in town. 
Turns out their late mother was knee deep in 
the local crime syndicate, which is actually run 
by those same old scolds that turned up with 
casseroles and condolences at her funeral. Now 
ma’s gone, guest house owner/madame Enid 
(Bojack Horseman's Character Actress Margo 
Martindale) is making her power play, and the 
bodies seem bound to stack up. 


Of course the women run this town, right 
down to the dirtiest cracks in the cobbles. This 
is the coast, and when the men are away on the 
trawlers, or drunk on their share of the lobster 
haul, the women have plenty of time to manage 
things the way they want. In the debut feature 
of writer/director duo Bridget Savage Cole and 
Danielle Krudy, the tough choices that have 
driven these women for years intersect with the 
Connolly family’s troubles. The drama increas¬ 
ingly circles around Enid, who strikes a Tony 
Soprano-esque figure heading toward her inevita¬ 
ble downfall. The men stay peripheral, and even 
the well-meaning young officer on the case (UT 
Austin grad Brittain, best known as the object 
of Lindsay Burdge’s affections in A Teacher, and 
the Southern-fried roommate Beuter in Richard 
Linklater’s Everybody Wants Some!!) can’t really 
dent how this women’s world works. 

As small town crime stories go, Blow the 
Man Down is intriguingly low-key, but it’s in 
the filmmakers’ quietly bold decisions that 
it swells above most of its ilk. The fictional 
Maine town is captured perfectly in dark tidal 
blues and bleached driftwood tones (with more 
than a nod by cinematographer Todd Banhazl 
to the murky naturalism Bergman’s longtime 
lensman Sven Nykvist). That’s not the only 
stylistic intrusion: The eerie, creeping, hurdy- 
gurdy score by Trey Edward Shults collaborator 
Brian McOmber (It Comes at Night, Krisha) and 
Jordan Dykstra (responsible for the soundtrack 
to the Austin-shot Little Woods) is lifted by fish¬ 
ermen stood on rocks and docks, belting out 
sea shanties, serving as a salty Greek chorus. 
People come and people go, they bleakly warn 
the Connolly women, but corruption and the 
sea roll on forever.

BIG TIME ADOLESCENCE 

D: Jason Orley; with Pete Davidson, Griffin Gluck, Jon 
Cryer, Emily Arlook, Julia Murney, Machine Gun Kelly, 
Sydney Sweeney, Oona Laurence.

By now, SXSW audiences were supposed 
to have had their first look at Pete Davidson’s 
semiautobiographical collaboration with Judd 
Apatow, The King of Staten Island. But the 
festival’s cancellation due to coronavirus con¬ 
cerns meant that fans of the latest Saturday 
Night Live breakout have had to make do with 
his first lead dramatic role in this Hulu-backed 
drama. Yet even Big Time Adolescence has 
been affected by the disease, getting moved 
up on its digital platform release for a surprise 
day-and-date outing. 

Here, he plays the definitive douchebag 
ex-boyfriend. Zeke was dating Kate (Arlook), the 
sister of high schooler Mo (Gluck), and when 
they broke up Mo and Zeke stayed friends. Six 
years later, Zeke is still a bad influence on Mo, 
their path of emotional carnage laid out as Mo 
desperately tries to imitate the ultimate burn¬ 
out. Clearly an awful idea, as Zeke is the kind 
of guy that boasts that he invented the idea of 
pimps and hoes parties, and he’s seemingly 
using Mo as a runner for his burgeoning drug 
business. Dysfunction is the name of the game, 
as Mo looks up to this charming imbecile. 

As a comedian, Davidson’s run on SNL has 
arguably seen him stagnate. At least here, 
derivative as it is, there’s a sense that he’s 
self-critically stretching himself, analyzing how 
he’s getting by on his aging dude-bro charm. 

He sporadically drops into some of his weaker 
stand-up material as the poor man’s Anthony 
Jeselnik, but there are moments of legitimate 
drama: most especially when he crosses paths 
with Cryer as Mo’s dad. Consistently proving 
that he’s an underrated talent in both comedy 
and drama, he seems to be the only one pre¬ 
pared to push Davidson to the edges (having to 
see off screen hogs Charlie Sheen and Ashton 
Kutcher in Two And a Half Men, he knows how 
to defend his space). More surprising still is 
Machine Gun Kelly (who, after getting torched 
by Eminem with “Kill Shot,” might want to give 
the rap game up), who follows up his surpris¬ 
ingly sympathetic performance as Tommy Lee in 
Motley Crue biopic The Dirt with an all-too-brief 
turn as an even-older Zeke who’s considering 
his life choices even harder. 

There’s more than a twist of every proxy 
elder brother drama, most especially Matthew 
Lillard’s charming and underrated Fat Kid Rules 
the World. The question is always, when does 
the young kid realize that it’s not their job to 
be dragged down? The script by writer/director 
Orley, who also handles the Pete Davidson: 

Alive From New York Netflix special, does have 
the guts to embrace a tougher-than-normal 
inevitable crash-and-burn, but the predictability 
outweighs even the grimy observational tone. 

Big Time Adolescence is on Hulu now.

Austin Musicians Brace for 
Public Shutdown 



Even before the unprecedented cancella¬ 
tion of South by Southwest, bands found 
themselves in a hole. Pullout from corporate 
sponsors and private parties cost local musi¬ 
cians thousands of dollars before the official 
activities ever ceased. ATX musician and now 
comedian Jackie Venson mourns that and 
more amid COVID-19 containment efforts. 

“At first, I was grieving the thousands 
of SXSW dollars that were going to fund 
my tour, but then, the tour went away, too,” 
laments the singer-guitarist, calling en route 
to collect her last checks from local venues 
and record stores. “We’re all just suspended 
in midair right now. Everything is stopped.” 

Molly Burch postponed support dates 
for Tennis, Carson McHone flew 
home midway through a run in 
Spain, Magna Carda won’t be 
touring to Treefort Festival, 
and Golden Dawn Arkestra 
tables Lollapalooza Chile. 

By the time the city of Austin 
shut down bars and restaurants 
Tuesday afternoon - ultimately 
prohibiting gatherings of more than 
10 people - most major live music ven¬ 
ues had already shuttered. 

By that juncture, in the uncharted days 
ahead of the city-enforced shutdown, musi¬ 
cians faced difficult decisions. Local elec¬ 
tro-fusion trio Trouble in the Streets was 
scheduled to share a bill with Questlove at 
Empire Control Room’s annual Music Tech 
Mash-Up, which the venue ultimately pulled 
the plug on. In the stressful intermittent 
hours, the band weighed public health con¬ 
cerns with supporting the scene. 

“We were talking about it nonstop,” 
reveals singer Nnedi Agbaroji. “[Drummer 


Robert Slangen] is a music educa¬ 
tor, so he works with some immuno¬ 
compromised people. It really came 
down to our other lives outside of 
music.” 

“I saw some musicians comparing < 
it to a game of chicken,” explains | 
bassist Andy Leonard. “Nobody § 
wanted to be the first to pull out and \ 
say, This is actually freaking me out, “ 
and I don’t feel safe.’ Everyone want- > 
ed to be tough about it.” 

In the last week’s collapse of 
public life, musicians proved ahead of 
the curve in community health concern. 
Scene leaders including Go Fever, Why 
Bonnie, Mamalarky, Big Bill, and 
Mobley all called off makeup sets 
at local hubs. The latter, Anthony 
Watkins II, made the announce¬ 
ment Friday. 

“Once we had time to shake 
off the shock and grief at the 
ways SXSW was impacting us pro¬ 
fessionally, then it’s like, ‘What kind 
of danger is this posing? And what’s 

my responsibility?”’ He adds, “It’s unfor¬ 
tunate that it was left up to individuals to 
decide, when ostensibly that’s what we have 
a government for.” 

Watkins calls March miss outs, including 
a canceled performance in Los Angeles 
before SXSW, a “sizable portion” of his 
year’s income. Although not an Austinite, 
Riley Gale of Dallas metal group Power 
Trip held on as a headliner for rescheduled 
local shows until Barracuda called them off. 
The group’s gigs were meant to kick off a 
European arena tour with Kreator and Lamb 
of God. 


“It’s pretty scary for me,” says Gale. “The 
band was full-time, and those shows were 
intended to cover pretty much all my income 
for the rest of the year. Now I’m looking at, 
‘How am I going to get rent through June?”’ 

Alongside months assembling a showcase 
at Stay Gold, group leader Acey Monaro 
lost corporate gigs with her pop-rock troupe 
Go Fever. In an industrywide scramble to 
briefly reassemble shows, she tweeted an 
email exchange with a resort outside Austin. 
When asked about payment, the inviting 
booker replied: “There is the intrinsic value 
in promotion/exposure and we would be 
marketing to the industry leaders for 
market awareness.” 

“I was just so disgusted that the resort 
would use the guise of helping artists in 
the wake of the SX cancellation to ask us 
to work for free,” emails Monaro. “I have 
an ongoing issue with payment for bands 
around SXSW unofficial parties. A lot of 
musicians in Austin work in the service 
industry, and have to take the majority of the 
most lucrative week of the year off to play 
these free shows. There’s got to be a way 
we can all benefit from the event - if it ever 
happens again.”

EYES ON AUSTIN After the city adjourned SXSW, national media zoomed in on the 
local music industry. The Washington Post and The New York Times covered obstinate 
gatherers at the Austin Music Awards, held at ACL Live at the Moody Theater 
Wednesday, March 11. Addressing the Festival cancellation, the latter wrote: “When 
Mayor Steve Adler took the stage and tried to explain the decision, a mix of cheers 
and heckles reverberated across the theater.” NPR Music still published their annual 
“Austin 100” recommendations for the nonexistent music week. Local selects include 
Christelle Bofale, Fuvk, Sydney Wright, and Why Bonnie. 


FESTIVAL POSTPONEMENT FRENZY Due to coronavirus concern, California giant 
Coachella rescheduled for Oct. 9-11 and 16-18. The move overlaps with the second 
weekend of local institution Austin City Limits, planned for Oct. 2-4 and 9-11 in Ziiker 
Park. Amid SXSW fallout, Luck Reunion and the first-year Campfire Gathering both 
postponed. In the latest swing, beloved April occurrences Old Settler’s Music Festival 
and Eeyore’s Birthday Party are both off. The Rolling Stones postponed their spring/ 
summer tour, so COTA’s May date is no go as well. 


Monaro serves on the advisory panel of 
the nonprofit Austin Texas Musicians, which 
takes on issues such as musician pay and 
fair venue practices. To assess the economic 
impact of SXSW’s cancellation, the group 
created an online survey of artists’ estimated 
losses. President and local songwriter Nakia 
Reynoso hopes for this data to support city 
and federal relief efforts. 

“We’re all wondering out loud, ‘How can 
we make this better?”’ the singer told the 
Chronicle last week. “We look at this as a 
real dire warning.” 

Moving forward, bands brace for possible 
months without live performance. Watkins - 
who performs as Mobley - recently released 
slinky single “Nobody’s Favourite,” gearing 
up for an album with Canada’s Last Gang 
Records. He’s now uncertain about the 
release, planned for spring. 

“It’s uncomfortable to self-promote right 
now,” he muses. “It doesn’t feel right to be 
like, ‘Buy my stuff. Come watch this.’ Nobody 
should be ashamed of doing their job, but it’s 
complicated.” 

Dreamy Austin rock troupe Why Bonnie 
announced signing with prominent 
Mississippi outlet Fat Possum Records 
last month. They planned to connect in 
person with their label, PR, and booking 
teams during SXSW, building up to the April 
10 release of new EP Voice Box. Now, with 
planned national tour dates thrown out, even 
a local album release show is up in the air. 

“It’s absolutely, truly heartbreaking, because 
it’s something we’ve all worked years toward,” 
says Why Bonnie guitarist Sam Houdek. “But 
every single band and label and manager and 
booking agent and venue is dealing with this 
shit right now. The only bright side is that liter¬ 
ally everybody is feeling the same way.”

Not from Pink Floyd co-founder Roger Waters, but rather the

Pink Floyd fanatics be warned: This doc¬ 
ument contains NO music. Every word, 
7,900 or so, concerns politics. And not by 
some wonk. 

Interviewed Feb. 19 by phone in London 
on the occasion of a keynote appearance at 
the subsequently canceled SXSW, Roger 
Waters, 76, should analyze global news 
on prime time. Televisions would melt. 
So no soundtrack here, save for a men¬ 
tion of Meddle and its side-long “Echoes.” 
And The Wall. 

And all right, every single album he 
conceived and composed after Dark Side of 
the Moon. 

In fact, line by line, word by word, 
expletive by expletive, THIS is every song 
Waters ever wrote: “Money,” “Welcome to 
the Machine,” “Another Brick in the Wall.” 


Every emphasis equals an accent note on the 
recording - not one of its 72 minutes shrill 
or hysterical. Scroll the first quarter, then 
jump to www.austinchronicle.com for the 
full, unexpurgated, uncensored manifesto. 

So, cue it up, and to paraphrase another 
standard our subject wrote, set the controls 
for the heart of the sun, 2020. 

Austin Chronicle: What’s on your mind 
these days, sir? 

Roger Waters: Just trying to save the 
world, man. 

AC: [Laughs] How’s that going? 

RW: You know, I dunno. I think we make 
baby steps forward and then some asshole 
makes huge steps backward, and you have 
to start crawling forward again. The world 
is divided into people who actually are 


interested in, I dunno, the planet, human 
rights, love, daylight, sunshine, butterflies 
- all that shit - and people who don’t give a 
fuck about any of it. They’re only interested 
in other things, like ruling the world or ... . 
AC: There’s all this smoke and fire about 
your support for the BDS, the Palestinian- 
led Boycott, Divestment, Sanctions move¬ 
ment. 

RW: I’ve been actively involved in BDS 
for about 15 years now, and it’s occurring 


to more and more and more people as the 
years go by that the attacks on me and oth¬ 
ers that support basic human rights for the 
people of Palestine are increasingly viewed 
through exactly what you just described, a 
smoke screen. When somebody criticizes 
the Israeli government, if they [get called] 
an anti-Semite loudly enough and long 
enough, it may just divert people from 
paying attention to the fact that that per¬ 
son you’re calling an anti-Semite is almost 
certainly an advocate of basic human rights 
for all our brothers and sisters all over the 
world irrespective of their religion, or color, 
or nationality, or anything else. 

They don’t want us to focus on that, 
which is what I focus on. My whole platform 
is tiny. If I wrote it on a postcard and stood 
on it, I would say my platform is this: Do 
you or do you not subscribe to the Universal 
Declaration of Human Rights from Paris in 
1948? Interestingly enough, that’s the same 
year as the Nakba [the Palestinian expul¬ 
sion from the West Bank] and the same year 
as the settler-colonial Zionist movement 
started in Palestine. 

Because if you do [subscribe], the ques¬ 
tion is entirely black and white. There are 
no gray areas. Either you believe in that 
and that’s the foundation of where you 
stand, or you don’t. You know what I was 
so happy about today? John Legend, finally 
in an interview with someone, came out. 
He didn’t say, “I’m joining BDS,” but he 
did say, “Palestinians should have human 
rights too.” And that’s amazing, because 
there’s not many of us in this industry that 
are prepared to even go that far. 

AC: In watching your Russia Today tele¬ 
vision interview on the BBC yesterday, I 
was struck by how effective a phrase like 
anti-Semitic can be. People lob that on you 
and it’s as if you’ve been sprayed by a skunk 
- the stink’s on you and then you spend the 
rest of time trying to remove it, never mind 
the real issue. 

RW: That’s the intention, of course. But 
it’s beginning to rebound, which is so cool 
since I’ve never wanted to do anything 
except shine some light [on the situation], 
because I’ve been to Palestine. It wasn’t 
until 2006, but I saw what was going 
on. And if you see it up close with your 
own eyes, once you get involved with the 
movement, people are constantly sending 
you updates. Every single day, the Israeli 
government is murdering the people of 
Palestine, quite blatantly and openly, par-

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ticularly now that the oaf Trump is sup¬ 
porting them in the way he is, and his idiot 
son-in-law, Kushner, who’s completely out 
of his mind with support for the Zionist 
dream. It’s gotten worse and worse. 

In some ways, that might be quite good, 
because they’re being so blatant now 
that people are taking notice. So is the 
Jewish community in the United States of 
America, which there and the campuses 
as well is where this battle is going to be 
won and lost. Because without the support 
of the United States government, Israel 
cannot pursue its apartheid policies. It 
can’t do it. So it will be decided in America, 
and Jewish Voices for Peace and Students 
for Justice in Palestine and other arms of 
the BDS movement are winning the battle 
for hearts and minds. And you know why? 
Because they’re right. History will be seen 
that we were on the right side of it. 

[Israel] cannot hide. They’re coming close 
to an attempt at genocide. What they’re 
doing is attempting 100% ethnic cleansing 
of the occupied territories so that they can 
settle them completely and that the whole 
of Palestine can become a Jewish state with 
no Arabs in it. That’s their dream. Well, 
slowly this is all coming to the fore and peo¬ 
ple are saying, “Hold on a minute. That just 
ain’t right, brother. That is not right.” John 
Legend said it today. He may be one of the 
first few. 

I’m sure you can imagine the letters 
I’ve had from people I’ve approached in 
the music industry in the States, who say, 
“Well... it’s a very gray issue, and it’s com¬ 
plicated, and it’s not like South Africa.” 
Yeah, it is. Yes, it is. It’s an apartheid, 
racist, settler-colonialist situation exactly 
like South Africa was. So slowly, slowly the 
light is beginning to dawn. 

Have we, human beings, since the 
Enlightenment and since 1789 in Paris 
and since 1776 in the colonies (i.e. in what 
became the United States) and since the 
idea that possibly the divine right of kings 
is not something that should stand forever, 
have any rights at all, individually? 

That idea is very new. It’s only 200 or 300 
years old. 

Will it survive? Is that how we real¬ 
ly feel? Has the human race developed 
enough that it can empathize with others? 
Do we care about other people’s children 
as well as caring about our own? And these 
are questions that obviously go through 
the whole of every society on the globe. 
Two hundred years ago, did we believe in 
the divine right of kings? Did we believe 
that a god handed down the scepter and 
orb to one bloke, who was the king and had 
all the power? 

Well, now we’re having to confront the 
notion that is there a God and does he give 
the scepter and orb to the oligarchs? Is it 


okay that Mark Zuckerberg and Jeff Bezos 
rule the world? And fucking Bloomberg, 
who’s out there buying it now. He spent 
$200 million already buying a possible 
place in history. It certainly has nothing 
to do with freedom, nothing to do with 
democracy, nothing to do with humanity, 
and it certainly has nothing to do with 
human rights. 

So, we the people, at some point, are 
going to have to stand up. And I’m just one, 


and I sense you’re standing up, too, but will 
we need millions of us to stand up and go, 
“What!? Rick you! This is wrong.” 

AC: Can music somehow play the equalizer here 
or become a bridge or effect this in any way? 
RW: No. I don’t believe it is or can. The only 
thing that is the equalizer here is whether 
one is lucky enough to either have inherit¬ 
ed or to discover empathy with your fellow 
human beings. So, I think music is really 
neither here nor there. 

You could say, if you subscribe to my 
views, “Oh, isn’t it lucky that Ledbelly or 


Woody Guthrie or Bob Dylan” - though 
he actually disavows his political connec¬ 
tions - “or me, who does have empathy 
with other people, is also a musician and 
in consequence can find an audience 
because people like to whistle a tune or 
bang their foot or whatever it is people 
like to do.” 

In that case, yeah, that’s kinda cool. 

But most people in the music industry 
either couldn’t give a fuck about other 


people or it never crosses their mind. Or 
it does, but they’re scared to say anything 
because it speaks against the status quo. 
It speaks against the plutocracy, the klep- 
tocracy, the oligarch-cracy or whatever the 
word it might be, under which we live - the 
system under which we live. The crushing 
weight of the capitalist, neo-liberal system 
under which everybody lives. 

AC: At what point did you become so polit¬ 
icized? 

RW: Oh, believe me, brother, I was already 
politicized. My parents were both commu¬ 


nists. Let’s put that out on the wires and 
then I can be dismissed like they’re trying 
to dismiss [Bernie] Sanders just because 
he’s faintly left of center. It’s not like 
Bernie Sanders is a socialist or a commu¬ 
nist. He’s the only candidate who’s left of 
center. There’s one other candidate who’s 
anti-war, which is Tulsi Gabbard, but the 
rest of them are bullshit. They’re lackeys of 
the grossest machine, as I call it [chuckles]. 
They’re bought and paid for. 

Forget them - all of them. 

Sanders, I believe, cares about the work¬ 
ing man. I believe he actually has real feel¬ 
ings for the working class in this country, 
so I would support him 1,000 percent in the 
upcoming election. That’s if the Democrats 
don’t railroad him like they did the last 
time. I believe he would’ve beaten Trump 
in the last election if they hadn’t destroyed 
him, which is one of the great things that 
Julian Assange did - was to expose the chi¬ 
canery in the Democratic party and the fact 
that they stole primaries from Sanders by 
cheating. It’s beyond belief. 

AC: When did you decide your voice needed 
to join the political dialog? 

RW: There’s a song on the Pink Floyd 
> record Meddle. I think it’s the whole of 
one side, a song called “Echoes.” There’s a 
verse that goes, “Two strangers passing in 
the street/ By chance, two passing glances 
meet/ And I am you, and what I see is me.” 
That’s the seminal moment. You either rec¬ 
ognize others as being as important as you 
are or the same as you are. I often like to 
transcend it by generation: Is your child as 
important as my child? Because as parents 
we have feelings for our children. 

If you come to the conclusion that the 
answer is yes, then you have an absolute 
duty and responsibility to act as a collective 
part. In the spirit of the beehive, I guess, 
you have to say, “Listen, we’re all in this 
together. I’m just a bee, but I have an abso¬ 
lute responsibility to make sure that the 
queen isn’t a fucking asshole who’s going to 
destroy us all. And that we all look after one 
another as best we can.” 

I know we can’t really extrapolate to 
beehives. I’m sorry, I didn’t really mean to 
go there. 

But that’s where it starts. And, in fact, 
if you look at my work since then, it’s all 
about this. Nothing happened suddenly. 
It’s all about this. It’s all through Dark 
Side of the Moon. It’s all through Wish 
You Were Here. It’s all through Animals. 
It’s all through The Wall and then it’s all 
through The Final Cut. It’s all through 
Pros & Cons [of Hitchhiking], all through 
Radio Kaos, all through Amused to Death, 
and it’s all through Is This the Life We 
Really Want? 

It’s all through all of my work. It’s not a 
surprise. ■

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Stuff That Works 


The 38th annual Austin Music Awards’ back-to-basics pivot streamlined as beautifully as a Guy Clark song

In the best sense of the word, “communal” 
defined the mood at the Moody Theater on 
Wednesday night, March 11, for the 38th 
annual Austin Music Awards. Typically the 
unofficial start of SXSW Music week, the 
homegrown fete this year instead became a 
moment for the local music community to 
come together after a shell-shocked week. 

“They said cancellation, we say celebra¬ 
tion,” announced the show’s producer, a 
determined Louis Black, onstage to open the 
ceremonies. “This is about our town and our 
community. We celebrate together, we mourn 
together, and we move forward together.” 

That impulse held sway over the next two 
and a half hours. 


The show, now under the direction 
of Nedda Tehrany and musical director 
Michael Ramos, took a delightfully scrap¬ 
pier turn than previous years’ more gala- 
oriented emphasis, a ceremony without 
pomp, as befits the circumstances. Key to 
this proved a general admission open floor 
in front of the stage, which replaced last 


year’s table setup and allowed for mingling 
and movement in a space known for exactly 
that. Likewise, performances culled mostly 
from the night’s winning acts - with no 
special guests or even much in the way of 
mashups, a longtime AMA specialty - pro¬ 
vided a much-needed shot in the arm for a 
reeling local populace. 


Such intentional informalness, in fact, 
made the show. 

In that regard, the charmingly haphaz¬ 
ard hosting by Chris Cubas and Jackie 
Venson led the way. The actual show and 
even the awards played second fiddle to the 
real-time gathering, with winners offering 
thanks, not speeches, through the emcees’ 
handheld microphones, which replaced a 
formal podium. This tweak alone shaved 
90 minutes off what is traditionally a four- 
hour show and kept the pace at a relatively 
quick clip. 

Best World Music winner Hard Proof 
worked to warm the crowd early, the nine- 
piece funk act setting a heavy groove 


Communal to the last, Austin’s music scene remained the 
central focus as one of its biggest musical ambassadors, 
Britt Daniel, revealed that Spoon flew into town from 
recording specifically to accept Best Rock Band in 
appreciation of the city that helped launch them. 
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followed by the wallop of Best Metal band 
the Well. Grupo Fantasma, taking home 
Best Latin and celebrating their 20th anni¬ 
versary, continued to ramp up the energy 
throughout the first third of the show 

Wild Child’s Kelsey Wilson showcased 
her Best New Act, Sir Woman, delivering a 
powerhouse double shot of R&B pop in pre¬ 
view of an upcoming debut. Jack Ingram 
provided the other top highlight, as he pre¬ 
sented author, filmmaker, and Americana 
activist Tamara Saviano with the Margaret 
Moser Award. As she exited, he wielded an 
acoustic guitar on what could have been the 
back-to-basics theme song for the evening: 
Guy Clark’s “Stuff That Works.” 

In accepting awards for Best R&B and 
Band of the Year, Black Pumas frontman 
Eric Burton acknowledged, “Austin, Texas, 
has been the first place I felt like I found a 
home.” Equally poignant was 
Jegar Erickson’s introduction 
to the In Memoriam segment 
and a moving remembrance 
of his father. He brought the 
entire theater to a hush as he 
focused not on Roky Erickson’s musical 
legacy, but instead on the psychedelic pio¬ 
neer’s relationship with his grandson. 

Kathy McCarty followed by celebrating 
another idiosyncratic Austin icon with a 
performance of the late Daniel Johnston’s 
“True Love Will Find You in the End,” with 
Rich Brotherton contributing lead guitar. 
Local Western duo Harry & Emmy then 
turned in a gorgeous, country-tuned tribute 
of Erickson’s “Starry Eyes.” 

Mayor Steve Adler’s induction of Carolyn 
Wonderland into the AMA Hall of Fame 
then addressed the elephant in the room. 
He acknowledged the city’s decision to 
cancel SXSW as “something that had to 


happen,” but emphasized “Austin is not 
closing” while urging responsible aware¬ 
ness from fans in the coming weeks. As 
if to make the point, Wonderland couldn’t 
accept her award out of caution for the 
cough she’d developed. 

Bill and Ruth Ellsworth Carter made up 
for her absence in accepting the Townes 
Van Zandt Songwriting Award. The former 
strapped on a guitar and joined the Mayor’s 
House Band - Ramos, Charlie Sexton, and 
Gabe Rhodes, alongside Best Bassist Lolita 
Lynne, Best Keyboardist Emily Gimble, 
and Best Drummer J.J. Johnson - for a 
ripping rendition of the couple’s hit song 
for Stevie Ray Vaughan, “Crossfire.” Wilson 
and Best Vocalist Tameca Jones then joined 
the ensemble for blowout “Why Get Up?” 

The closing run of the evening surged 
with Blackillac (Best Hip-Hop) combining 
forces with Walker Lukens 
(Best Pop), and Big Wy’s 
Horns (Best Horns) to lead 
the closing jam of Seventies 
hit “Everyone’s a Winner.” 
Communal to the last, 
Austin’s music scene remained the central 
focus as one of its biggest musical ambas¬ 
sadors, Britt Daniel, revealed that Spoon 
flew into town from recording specifically 
to accept Best Rock Band in apprecia¬ 
tion of the city that helped launch them. 
And although the night’s big winner, Gary 
Clark Jr., didn’t arrive in time to accept his 
five awards (Best Blues, Guitar, Musician, 
and Album, and Song of the Year), he 
materialized at the afterparty as the back- 
stage opened up and the winners and fans 
came together. 

For the 2019/20 Austin Music Awards, the 
simple act of gathering mattered more than 
any accolades. ■

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ZZ Top: That Little 01’ Band From Texas 

NETFLIX 

Imagine seeing the most enduring of all power trios at Gruene Hall. ZZ Top: That Little 01’ Band 
From Texas employs the oldest li’l “continually run dance hall” an hour outside of town as a live 
rehearsal site for Messrs. Billy Gibbons, 70; Dusty Hill, 70; and Austinite Frank Beard, 70, who’s 
outed as a local tax payer from his lakeside plot of Lake Travis in this new documentary. 

Actually, “documentary” is too strong a term. 

A couple suspect celebrities (Billy Bob Thornton, Josh Homme) find themselves halfheartedly edited 
together with vintage photos, a distinct lack of grainy live performances, and a couple music videos. A 
paucity of such materials necessitates animated narrative fills. Manager Bill Ham’s mandate of no 
press to maintain the band’s mystery means only his estate enjoys access to the real goods. 

And yet because all of it draws power from ZZ Top, these 90 minutes glow latently radioactive. 

From late Sixties video of seminal influence the 13th Floor Elevators to early Eighties MTV clips of 
the beards during the Eliminator era - and the film ultimately screeches to a halt there - this scrap¬ 
book delivers. All three band members crackle and cackle independent of each other, but in those delir¬ 
iously brief Gruene Hall segments, ZZ Top’s alchemical music miracle endures. The Blu-ray/DVD combo 
contains the 18-minute Gruene segment gloriously uncut. 

At the point that Gibbons’ Moving Sidewalks pull a New Yardbirds and morph into ZZ Top, Beard 
abducts him for a jam. 

“It didn’t take 30 minutes. It didn’t take 30 seconds,” recalls Gibbons. “I knew Frank Beard had the 
kind of chops I was looking for ... And at the conclusion, he said, ‘Oh by the way, I know a bass player 
that would really round this out.’ 

“[Later], once Dusty took the stage, something magical occurred, and that first shuffle in C lasted for 
three solid, uninterrupted hours [laughs]. At the end, we pulled it to the curb and I said, ‘You know 
what? I think this is going to work.’” - Raoul Hernandez
